‘Yesterday the colors of the old confed- 
erate battle flag which went down at Ap- 


pomattox were again uplifted to the breeze, 
and under the swelling folds of the hal- 
lowed ensign which is still dear to southern 
hearts the war-worn veterans of the esix- 
ties revived the memories of those stormy 
days when they shared with each other the 
fatigues of the march, the privations of the 
camp and the dangers of the battle. 

From sunrise to sunset the day was shot 
through with martial enthusiasm. There 
was less warmth in the fierce rays of the 
July sun, which fell with torrid heat upon 
the pavements of the city, than there was 
in the cordiality with which the old soldlets 
greeted each other the exposition 
grounds. Thirty or more years had elapsed 
since some of #@hem had last seen each 
sagother and time had wrought great changes 
arin them outwardly, but they recognized 
"each other instantly, with the old soldier’s 
“intuition. Such mellow feelings have rare- 
ly been witnessed in Atlanta as were man- 
ifested yesterday in the moistened eyes 
and quivering lips of the old soldiers. They 
entered with zest into the spirit of the 
day and they enjoyed every moment of its 
duration. 

There can be no difference of opinion as 
to the fact that the reunion has opened 
under the most auspicious circumstances. 
Better weather could not have been made 
to order than the weather which prevailed 
yesterday from the first peep of dawn to 
the last gleam of dusk. Nature was the 
gracious handmaid of Atlanta’s hospitality 
and she certainly performed her work well. 

Larger Than Nashville’s Crowd. 

With respect to the crowds, they were 
even larger than was generally anticipated, 
but in spite of the congestion which at 
times existed during the day there was mo 
display of restlessness or interference and 
accommodations were amply equal to de- 
mands, Every train which entered the de- 
pot during the day brought thousands of 
old soldiers into the city from all points of 
the compass, but there was little friction 
et any kimd experienced. Among the ar- 
Frivals there were many old soldiers who 
had attended every reunion since the time 
when the first one was held, several years 
ago, while there were others who had never 
attended any of the former reunions and 
wno had come to Atlamta to mingle in so- 
clal fellowship with their old war com- 
rades for the first time. There were vet- 
erans with wooden legs and veterans with 
empty sleeves and veterans with scarred 
faces. Some wore expressions saddened 
by the memories of the old days; others 
wore expressions brightened by the antici- 
pations of the reunion.. Most of them came 
from Georgia and the surrounding 
slates, but others came from Texas, Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana, Virginia and Kentucky, 
and still others from Missouri, Indian Ter- 
ritory and other remote places. 

At the Exposition Grounds.

and when General Clement A. Evans, the 
president of the Attanta Veterans’ Reunion 
Association, rapped for order there were 
not less than 10,00 gathered under tho 
roof of the immense structure. But while 
this large number of people found either 
seats or standing room on the inside there 
were thousands who were compelled to re- 
main on the outside. 

With the decorations and with the gen- 
eral appointments of the immense structure 
there was universal satisfaction expressed. 


United States flags blended with confed-| 


erate flags in making the scene of gor- 
geously -brliant-and patriotic’ colors, but 
there weré enough mementoes of the old 
days to hallow it with peculiar sweetness 
to the hearts. of the old soldiers. Imme- 
diately above the platform was suspended 
a life-size ‘portrait of President Jefferson 
Davis, taken when he occupied the chief 
executive chair of tiie confederacy. Just 
to the right of the platform was a fine 
picture of General Lee mounted on horse- 
back, while just to the left of the platform 
was a splendid likeness of General Stone- 
wall Jackson. In other parts of the build- 
ing portraits of other distinguished sol- 
diers and statesmen of the confederacy 
were to be seen. , 

In the vast crowd which filled the spa- 
cious auditorium there were numerous ban- 
ners erected indicating the delegations from 
the various states and divisions, and there 
was little difficulty encountered by the old 
soldiers in finding their way to the places 
where they properly belonged. 

On the platform in the extreme rear were 
seated the state sponsors ang maids of 
hcncr, while in front were seated distin- 
guished confederate generals, officers of the 
reunion and of the different patriotic or- 


_ ganizations in Atlanta, speakers and other 


invited guests. 

While the audience was waiting for the 
exercises to begin, the best of good humor 
prevailed. Cheers were given with hearty 
zest for Generals Joseph Wheeler and Fitz- 
hugh Lee; for Lieutenant Hobson and for 
Ensign Bagley. When the band, in the 
little balcony just across the building 
from the platform, struck up “Dixie,” the 
immense congregation was converted into 
One vast sea of enthusiasm. Hats went 
up in the. air, while the noise of the rebel 
yell almost completely drowned the musie 
of the band. Other lively airs were played; 
and while there was no lack of enthusiasm 
for national selections, it was evident that 
“Dixie’ was the prime favorite with the 
old soldiers. They called for it again and 
again, and repeatedly the obliging band 
rendered the welcome discourse. 

When “Tige’ Anderson, leaning heavily 
upon his crutches and giving evidence of 
great physical . weakness, appeared upon 
the platform, loud cheers went up in. re- 
cognition of the old hero, which mude it 
necessary for him to step to the front and 
bow eeveral times to the vast assemblage. 

But the climax of enthusiasm was reach- 
el when the battle-scarred face of General 
John B. Gurdon, of the United Confederate 
Veterans, was seen at the entrance to the 
building. As the old soldier moved toward 
the platform the demonsiration increased 
in vigor until it seemed that every voice 
in the vast assemblage mingled in the 
chorus of Joud acclaim. On reaching the 
platform General Gordon bowed gracefully 
to the multitude, and then quietly took 
the seat reserved for him at the command- 
er’s table. 

Eloquence and Patriotism. 

Every word which fell from the lips of 
those who participated in the exercises 
was perfecily attuned to the spirit of the 
oceasion, and there wag not the slightest 
note of discord in the whole programme. 
The prayer of invocation, offered by Dr.

every part of the building. 

Specially felicitous were the addresses 
of welcome, and all of them provoked fre- 
quent applause. Mayor Collier, Colonel T. 
B. Felder, Governor Atkinson and Colonel 
W. A. ‘Hemphill each added fresh leaves 
to their laurels and reflected honor upon 
their respective constituencies in the well- 
chosen words of salutation which (¢ell 
from their lips, 

At the conclusion of the addresses of wel- 
come. General C. A, Evans formally turn- 
ed over the gavel to General Gordon, who, 
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upon receiving it, responded with his char- 
acteristio eloquence to the addresses of 
weicome, making the .auditorfum fairly 
ring with his patriotic sentences. Wild en- 
thusiasm prevailed at times throughout the 
delivery of his short but electrical re- 
sponse. 

The oration of General Charlies E. Hook- 
er, of ‘Mississippi, was one of the principal 
features of the exercises. When the one- 
armed confederate soldier arose to begin 
his splendid speech, he was greeted with 
loud cheers, in which admiration for his 
chivalry blended with admiration for his 
rare gifts. General Hooker held the close 
attention of his audience from the open- 
ing sentence to the closing paragraph of 
his oration, and applause greeted his de- 
livery at frequént intervals. In personal 
appearance General Hooker is dignified, 
well proportioned and soldiery. His hair 
is richly sprinkled with dust of 
the almond tree, and though well ad- 
vanced jn yearns, he is apparently hale and 
vigorous. His oration will long be remem- 
bered by the vast multitude which listened 
to the story of Dixie’s tribulations in the 
dark days of the war. 

Old Soldiers Fed on the Ground. 

Meals were served at the dinner hour 
to thousands of oid soldiers in the govern- 
ment building, and none of them were al- 
lowed to leave the tables with unsatisfied 
appetites. 

In the transportation building cots were 
arranged during the early part of the 
week for the purpose of accommodating 
old soldiers who could not get quarters 
elsewhere, and hundreds of them enjoyed 
both last night the comforts thus pre- 
pared. 

Everything taken into consideration, the 
first day of the great reunion was bril- 
Mantiy successful. Fresh arrivals will 
today swell the multitudes already here, 
and when the attendance upon the pres- 


ent reunion is footed up, it will be found 
to equal, if it does not exceed that of any 


former reunion ever held in the south, 


DETAILED REPORT OF 
REUNION PROCEEDINGS: 


General Hooker, General Gordon and 
Others Spoke to an Immense Throng 
of Enthusiastic Hearers. 

Long before the hour of meeting people 
began arriving at the auditorium to select 
chofce seats. By 10 o'clock the tremendous 
building was comfortably filled, but owing 
to the non-arrival of some of the speakers, 
the exercises did not begin until 11 o’clock, 
when the buiiding was packed to the doors 
with nearly 14,000 people. A good deal of 
trouble was experienced in separating the 
delegates into their various division places 
and there was great need for policemen in- 
side to keep the crowd back from the 
speaker's stand and from before the seated 
delegations. 

Among those seated on the platform were 
General Dickinson, of Fiorida; General 
Field, of Texas; General Hooker and wife, 
of Mississippl; General Cabell and sister, 
of Texas; General Evans and wife, of At- 
lanta: General Lombard, of Louisiana; 
General Stephen D. Lee, of Mississippi; 
Dr. J. William Jones, Genera! Wiliam Mil- 
ler, of Florida; Governor Atkinson, of 
Georgia; Colonel W. A. Hemphill and 
Mayor Charles A. Collier, of Atlanta; “Oia 
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cheer was heard néar the front entrance 
and Genera] Gordon was seen making his 
way slowly up the crowded aisles. As soon 
as the crowd caught sight of him the 
building fairly shook with the cheers of the 
veterans, On reaching the platform Gen- 
eral Gordon gracefully bowed his acknow]l- 
edgments and took hig seat. Nearly all 
the other generais were also heartily cheer- 
ed on their entrance into the auditorium. 

Just in the rear ‘of the speaker’s table 
sat General Anderson, nolding the flag of 
the famous Ninth Géorgia, which was one 
of the bravest regiments in the whole con- 
federate forces. The old flag is punctured 
by the bullets of manga battle. Responding 
to many calls, “Old Tige’’ advanced to the 
front of the platform ai hie crutches and 
as he waved the.olé battle flag was greeted 
by cheer after cheer. Some one yelled: 
“Three cheers for Howson” and the yells 
from thousands of throats split the ‘air 
again. Generals Wheeler ang Fitzhugh Lee 
were also remembered with three cheers, 
after which the band struck up “Dixie.” 
Such tumuitious applause is never: seen 
outside of a confederate reunion. Old men 
with tears running down their cheeks, 
waved their hats in the alr and shouted 
themselves hoarse. 


Reunion Opened with Song and Prayer. 


General Clement A. Evans, commander 
of the Georgia division, advanced to the 
front of the platform and with several 
raps of his gavel commanded order in the 
immense structure. 

“It is made my duty,” said he, “by the 
constitution of the Confederate Veterans’ 
Association to call thes assembly to order, 
and I suppose all wifl obey this constitu- 
tion. In opening this great gathering it 
is proper that we extend our thanks to 
Almighty God, both in song and in prayer, 
for His many mercies to us during the past 
year. By special request we shall rise anda 
Sing the doxology, led by Mrs. Clarke, of 
Virginia.” 

With this the entire audience rose and 
joined in singing that gTand old hymn, 
after which Dr. J. Wiliam Jones led in the 
following prayer: 

“O God, our help in ages past, our hope 
for years to come—God of Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob, God of Israel, God of the na- 
tions, God of America, God of Jefferson 
Davis, Sidney Johnston, Stonewall Jack- 
son and Robert Edmuna Lee, God of our 
reunited country, God of our fathers—our 
God--we bring Thee the adoration of hum- 
ble, grateful hearts as we gather in our 
annual reunion today. 

“We thank Thee, O God, that afl through 
the centuries as the world has needeq men 
Thou hgst raiseq them up. 

‘We thank Thee especially for the great 
men Thou hast given to America, and that 
our southland has been so fruitful ‘in pro- 
ducing them. . 

“We thank Thee for the noble leaders 
Thou didst give the confederate states in 
the brave ol@ days of ‘61-65, and we bless 
Thee for the patriot heroes of the rank 
and file who followed these leaders to an 
immortality of fame. 

“We thank Thee that while so many fell 
under the leaden and iron hail of battle or 
in the hospital, and so many more have 
heen stepping out of ranks as the years 
have gone by, that so many are stil! spared, 
and that so many of us enjoy the sweet 
privilege of meeting and greeting each oth- 
er here today. 

“God bless this reunion! God bless these 
veterans! God grant that nothing may oc- 
cur to mar its joys, and that the inter- 
course of old comrades may be both pleas- 
ant and profitable. 

“We pray Thy especial bi » O God, 
upon ithe sick, the disabled, the needy 
among confederate veterans, upon their 
widows and orphans and upon all of our 
homes and loved ones—that heaven's rich- 
est blessings may rest upon them. 

“And now we ask God’s blessing upen 
every section of our common country—upon 
our rulers that they may be God-fearing, 
wise and prudent men, and upon our ptople 
that they may be a Gods-serving people. 

“We give Thee especial thanks for the 
signal victories that Thou hast recently 
given to American arms on the sea and 
on the land, and pray that tha God of 
Battles may continue with us, shielding 
our men from the dangers of battle and the 
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orable and abiding peace. 
“Hear us, O God, and angwer us 
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the riches of grace in Christ Jesus, our 
Lord. Amen!’’ 


Mayor Collier’s Speech. 


The band then rendered a selection and 


- Genera] Evans said: 


“The city of Atlanta, through its mayor 
and general council, sent an unanimous 
and hearty invitation to us one year ago to 
meet this year in Atlanta. The governor 
of Georgia and the house of representatives 
extended the same invitation. You will 
receive an additional welcome today froin 
the city, the state and the people. I have 
the great honor to introduce Mayor Charles 
A. Collier, of Atlanta.”’ 

Mayor Charles A. Collier was received 
with loud applause and cheers when he 
stepped to the front of the platform to 
welcome the veterans to Atlanta. His 
words were eloquent and were delivered 
in an earnest manner and left an impres- 
sion on the hearers. Mayor Collier wel- 
comed the veterans to the city which has 
grown from the ashes left by Sherman, 
to the Gate City of the South, to the city 
builded by the sons of the men who de- 
fended Atlanta. He offered the veterans 
everything Atlanta has and bade them 
take possession and enjoy themselves. 

Mayor Collier said: 

“The limited time allotted me by your 
committee of arrangements gives oppor- 
tunity for little more than a formal ex- 
pression of the emotions which stir the 
great heart of Atlanta today. She has 
been honored in the past by the presence 
of many distinguished gatherings and has 
earned well deserved reputation for her 
earnest and open-handed hospitality, 
but never before has she s0 com- 
pletely, so gladly, and so enthusiastically 
surrendered the very sanctuary of her 
heart and her thomes as she has upon 
this occasion. With full appreciation of 
the responsibility involved, she heard with 
joy and gratitude the announcement that 
unto her had been given the honor and 
privilege of your entertainment, and with 
the same unanimity and enthusiasm which 
has made her great and prosperous along 
material lines, she has set her house in 
order against your coming and today 
stands smiling upen her threshold and 
greets you with a glad and joyous wel- 
come. 

‘‘No city in all this bfoad land has great- 
er cause to love and reverence these Hon- 
ored guests than the brave young city 
which greets you today. She remembers 
with undying gratitude today that other 
20th day of July four and thirty years 
ago, when beleaguered by an overwhelm- 
ing force, the boys in gray fought like 
demi-gods in her defense, and by their 
deathiess valor wrought for sotitthern man- 
hood a crown of glorious immortality. She 
remembers with tears and with tenderness 
ineffable the brave dead, your comrades, 
whose life blood slowly ebbed away upon 
her hillsides and in her valleys and hal- 
lowed every spot of earth it touched. Con- 
sidering these memories as her most price- 
less possessions, she rejoices at the pres- 
ence of these survivors of that grand 
army of heroes and flings wide the portals 
of her heart and her homes and bids you 
enter in and possess all that she hath. 

“You will find that the city which greets 
you today is very different from the etrug- 
gling village for which great armies con- 
tested more than a third of k century 
ago. From the ashes of that village a 
great and prosperous city has arisen filled 
with a brave and generous people, proud 
of their past record, hopeful of their fu- 
ture achievements and maintaining in 
the'r purity those principles and tradi- 
tions of the fathers which gave to south- 
ern civilization its distinctive and pre- 
eminent characteristics. (Applause.) 

“It has been said that Atlanta is a city 
of the new south (whatever that means), 
and a great Many excalient people beyond 
our borders attribute her thrift and en- 
terprise to the infusion of new blond and 
n2w ideas imported from other more or 
less remote localities that are accustomed 
to claim with great complacency a corner 
on everything that is up to date and enter- 
prising. In view of this impression, waich 
seems to have gained considerable curren- 
cy, it may not be inappropriate tor me 
to say, and to say with that authority that 
comes from intimate personal knuwledge, 
that this greut city has been builded by 
the men and the sons of the men who 
followed Lee and Jackson and Joh 
aad our own beloved Gordon and ali that 
galaxy of heroes whéréver duty  calied. 
(Applause and cheers.) They have exhibit- 
ed here the same undaunted courage. the 
same tireless energy and ths same con- 
tempt for adverse circumstances that gain- 
ed for them undying fame in battle and 
have demonstrated to the world in their 

her 
no less renowned than war.’ (Ap- 
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dering to you unconditionally. (Prolonged 


applause.) 
Speech of Colonel T. B. Felder. 

Colone] T. B. Felder was the next 
speaker. In introducing him General Evans 
said: 

“The Georgia legislature was to have 
been represented by two speakers, one 
from the senate and one from the house, 
but owing to sickness in the family of 
Senator Gray, I regret to say he is un- 
avoidably detaine’t. I have the honor to in- 
troduce Hon. Thomas B. Felder, of the 
house of representatives.’’ 

Colonel Fe'der spoke as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the United Confederate 
Veterans’ Association: The members of 
the Geergia legislature honored themselves 
no less than their constituents in the pas- 
sage of a joint resolution giving the sur- 
vivors of the lost cause official recognition 
upon the occasion of their annual reunion— 
and in the appointment of a joint com- 
mittee tc extend to them, individually and 
collectiveiy, a hearty welcome to our cap- 
ital city and to ovr state. 

“In doing so, as the spokesman of the 
committee, I beg to convey to you the as- 
surance that ycur many deeds of valor 
ang heroism have not been forgotten, but 
are enshrined forever in the hearts and 
affections of every loyal and patriotic 
Georgian. 

“Indeed, we esteem it an especial privi- 
lege to regard every survivor of the war 
who did his duty as a hero, every brave 
soldier who diedq for his country as a can- 
onized martyr, and every confederate 
grave as a pilgrim’s shrine. God bless 
vou, you were heroes in the war and you 
have been heroic in peace. The grandeur 
of your physical courage in the conflict. of 
the one is only equaled by the grandeur 
of your moral courage in the conflict of 
the other; and through the hardships of 
both ycur lives have been lofty and stain- 
less, and your valor and fortitude match- 
less and unexampled. (Applause.) 

“Standing today in the ‘auspicious pres- 
ent, across which the hero:c past salutes 
a glorious future,’ I thank God from the 
bottom of my heart that I am the son of 
a gillant 
his devotion to his country with many 
honorable wounds, and that ‘I hold kinship 
through the priceless heritage of his prec- 
fous blood with his old comrades in arms,’ 
who were grand in victory, grand in de- 
feat, and grander still in the moral hero- 
ism which enabled them to illustrate how 
sublime a thing it is 
strong. (Applause.) 

“My countrymen, this is indeeq a glo- 
rious reunion; it comes at a time when 
each of you can witness the fulfillment of 
the prophecy of the immortal Henry W. 
Grady, ‘that in the.not distant future pat- 
riots of the north will cease to look upon 
you with’ suspicion and estrangement.’ 
Today northern patriots are willing to 
meet the cavalry charge under the superb 
leadership of the knightly Wheeler, and 
to stand before gatling guns with the 
dauntiess and chivalrous Lee. They have 
found the highest and noblest expression 
of genuine love of country in the devotion 
to duty of the sons of confederate sol- 
diers through the unparalleled heroism of 
Hobson, of Alabama, and the gallantry 
and daring of Worth Bagley, of North 
Carolina, who offered his young Hfe upon 
the altar of his country. (Cheers.) 

‘‘My friends, this is the grandest centu- 
ry that the world. has seen since the cre- 
ation. The morning of this century wit- 
nessed the valor displayed by our fore- 
fathers in throwing off the British yoke; 
its noonday has been immortal zed by your 
heroic efforts to achieve a constitutional 
government even at the cost of a disso- 
lution of the union itself; while this, the 
evening, has been made resplendent by 
tne gauantiry and heroism of your sons as 
they teach the haughty Spaniard amid the 
carnage of Santiago to honor and respect 
the flag of our country, which shall float 
forever over an ‘indissoluble union of in- 
destructible states.’ 

“Heroes of ‘® and ‘f—one and all—I 
welcome you to this beautiful capital city, 
to the Empire State of the South, and to 
the hearts and homes of two millions of 
happy and prosperous people.”’

United Federation Assembled in 
Convention Yesterday at 2:30, 


MANY ELOQUENT ADDRESSES 


Judge Advecate General Sparks Responds 
to Welcome on Behalf of Federation 


SEVERAL COMMITTEES APPOINTED 


Committee Will Report This Morning 
on the Revision of the Constitu- 
tion of the Federation—The 
News of Yesterday’s 

Session. 


The United Sons of Confederate Veterans 
met yesterday afternoon for the third time 
since their organization in annual conven- 
tion. The session was held in the state 
capitol and was largely attended by promi- 
nent sons from every section of the south. 
The gallery was reserved for ladies and 
many were present. 

Yesterday’s audience was probably one of 
the most enthusiastic that has ever assem- 
bled under the dome of the capitol, and 
shout after shout rent the air at the ~on- 
clusion of the patriotic addresses of the 
day. The scene in the big hall of repre- 
sentatives was one of beauty. Everywhere 
the colors and badges predominated and at 
every reference to the lost cause and the 
civil strife the audience would liberally 
cheer the speaker. 

“It was the biggest thing the Sons of 
Veterans have ever had,” said Commander- 
in-Chief Smyth yesterday after the seseion 
adjourned. “It simply shows that southern 
patriotism and mamhood js not dead by any 
means, and the enthusiasm and attendance 
yesterday was all that we could have de- 
sired, and even more than we expected.’’

Those veterans who have

the crowd here is nearly one-third larger 
than has ever attended any former €ath- 
ering of the kind. The auditorium at 
Exposition park yesterday morning was 
simply packed to the doors, and although 
the building is calculated to seat some- 
thing like 12,000, it was impossible for all 
the crowd to get inside. 

Chief Boynton, of the bureau of infor- 
mation, has had dis hands full for the last 
two days, and is still hard at -work. He 
is probably the hardest worked man in 
Atlanta. He has directed thousands wf 
veterans and their friends to homes and 
is prepared to direct many more. Realiz- 
ing the great crowds that would be here, 
Atlanta has made ample arrangements for 
her visitors, and i# determined that no one 
shall suffer within her gates. 

For the first time since Cleveland was 
here during the Cotton exposition of 1881, 
some of the local churches threw open 
their doors to the visitors last night. Hun- 
dreds of veterans siept in Trinity, the 
First Methodist and the First Baptist 
churches, and it is probable other churches 
will be opened tonight.

“I gay to you, as one who has read the | 
history of many Wars, no veterans, no sol- : le ground. 
diers in the history of the world endured | 
more hardships with less complaint or had 
| over these hills and fields, 


so many triumphs over such overwhelming 
forces. (Appleuse.) 

“It is not the sons of the south alone 
who tell you that they love and honor you. 
It is not they alone that rec- 
ognize that your devotion to du- 
ty, that your daring and your hero- 
ism has. shed glory on the history of your 
country and added to the dignity of Ameri- 
can manhood. (Applause.) When the last 
chapter was being written at Appomattox, 
when that brave soldier and glorious citi- 
gen, Robert E. Lee, met the commander 
in chief of the opposing forces and when 
Grant refused to accept his sword it was 
not only a tribute to Lee, but to the sol- 
diers who followed the confederate cross. 
But you deserve to be honored not alone 
for what you did in war but honored for 
what you have done in peace. When the 
end came and the old confederate soldter, 
disarmed and discouraged, ‘with nothing 
left but a broken spirit, turned to find a 
desolate country, Cities destroyed and 
homes in ruin, with all this confronting 
him he met it as became an American, @ 
sautherner, a confederate’ soldier.’’ (Ap- 
plause.) 

Governor Atkinson then pointed to Atlan- 
ta and other thriving cities of the south 
and to the prosperous farms and villages 
as evidence of the success of the confed- 
erate veterans in building up the country 
which was made desolate by the war. 

He denied that the growth of the south 
was due to northern capital. Not a north- 
ern dollar ever comes south, he said, until 
southern genius has displayed its profits. 
“T am sick and tired of this talk of the 
new south. There is no new south. It is 
the same old south that gave to this 
country the Patrick Henry who fired 
American patriotism to free itself from the 
yoke of oppression.’”’ He then mentioned 
other leaders who were of southern birth 
and whose names decorate the pages of 
American history. 

He said it was cowardly to attribute the 
fall of the confederacy to the want of 
leadership. Jefferson Davis held the 
south together and carried on the war 
against an overwhelming force for four 
years. We should give credit to the genius 
and courage of this man. (Applause.) 

‘You are welcome to Georgia,”’ he con- 
tinued, “and to ail that is within your 
reach. Go where you please and do what 
you please and if you see anything lying 
around loose take it and if you don't see 
what you want ask (for it. Now, 
my friends, I turn you loose on the town 
and the state. If the mayor geta you into 
trouble, just come to me and I will pardon 
you. (Laughter.) I invite you all to come 
to the executive mansion every day from 
5 until 7 o’clock and I will be there with 
my wife to meet you. This will be no fancy 
reception. If you get hot you can pull off 
your coats, and if you want to cut a 
watermelon with us and be just like you 
are at home, why do it. 

“T sometimes hear people who miscon- 
ceive our relation to the national govern- 
ment. Let us not forget that when we sur- 
rendered we surrendered only two things. 
The negro went as a free man and the 
doctrine of secession was adjusted. But the 
south never did surrender a strict con- 
struction of the constitution of tht govern- 
ment. Whenever the questions that have 
divided the statesmen of the north and 
south have been submitted to the federal 
supreme court it has always decided in fa- 
vor of the southerners. Our forefathers 
fought for this country. It is ours and we 
must love it. Did you ever think that in 
the southliand can be found the only pure 
and unadulterated blood of the men who 
fought the battles of the revolution?”

Confederates in Blue. 

“I am glad that President McKinley ap- 
pointed the Confederate Veterans, General 
Joe Wheelers and General Fitzhugh Lee, 
major generals in the United States army, 
This Spanish-American war has been of 
short duration, but more examples of hero- 
ism have been shown in the length of time 
than ever known in the history of the 
world. The south has furnisheg her part 
in the picture. Kentucky furnished the 
hero of Manzanillo, Lieutenant Lucian 
Young; Alabama furnished General Joe 
Wheeler and Lieutenant Hobson: South 


, Carolina, Lieutenant Blue; North Cafolina, 


Ensign Bagley; Virginia, Fitzhugh Lee; 
Maryland, the gallant Commodore Schley— 
two confederate veterans and three sons of 
confederate veterans, heroes, all the world 
renowned. 

“Some of you have filled the highest civil 
positions in this land, and will continue 
to do so. Two weeks ago a convention, 
one of the mose representative of ever saw, 
met in this city. It nominated for govern- 
or a confederate veteran who.had lost one 
eye in battle, an@ we expect to elect Allen 
D. Candler by 100,000 majority. It nomi- 
nated for comptroller general a one-legged 
confederate veteran who bears his honored 
father’s name. It nominated for agricul- 
hural commissioner a confederate veteran. 
I hope that the day will never come when 
it will be said the confederate veteran is 
too old or unworthy to fill these high posi- 
tions. 

“Some of you have not been so fortunate. 
You have had to struggle with misfortunes 
of life and iwth evil financial legislation. 
I have had this experience myself, and my 
sympathies go out to you. Through it all 
you have been brave and true, and I feel 

the old* Methodist song, ‘I'd 
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for me to do’ but to make formal tender of 
this building, these grounds, this state and 
the hearts of our people to you. I hyd 
this time-worn gavel to the magnificent 
southern soldier of whom the south is 
~justly proud—who has faithfully stood by 
our principles in the past, and who will 
stand by the same principles in the years 
to come. He was elected cOmmanéder at the 
first reunion of confederate veterans ever 
held, he occupies that prominent position 
today. and I trust will hold it for years 
to come. I have the great pleasure of in- 
troducing Geheral John B. Gordon.” 

The commander was greeted by deafening 
cheers as he arose. ._He spoke -as follows: 

Governor, General Evans, Mr. Mayor and 
Gentlemen of the Committees:. As a Geor- 
gian at home, my proper place in this pro- 
gramme would seem t6 be among those 
who bid these veterans welcome, and not 
as the mouthpiece of the recipients of that 
welcome, The official Station, however, to 
which my comradeg have called me de- 
mands that in hele mame I respond to 
these heartfelt greetings from my native 
state and her capital city, Geographically, 
therefore, I should Play the part of host, 
but officiaily I must: speak as your guest. 
Anomalous as this double capacity may 
seem, it is not witheut its compensations. 
In my capacity of host and dutiful son, I 
can lean, as it weré, on the bosom of my 
mother Georgia and feel her beating heart 
throbbing With a boundless love and sym- 
pathy for all survivors of the south’s un- 
rivaled armies; while in the vapacity of 
guest I throw around these visiting com- 
rades the arms of a brother nd in their 
name pledge their grateful acknowledg- 
ment for this magnificent reception. 

“Georgia and her fair daughter, Atlanta, 
in thus opening their arms and hearts to 
receive us, are in mo sense surprising us. 
We knew what to expect before we came. 
The normal position of this state and city 
is Known to all men. Their place is at the 
front, whether in sending soldiers to war 
or in nonoring them ‘n peace; and there is 
not a survivor of those immertal legions 
who bore the stainless cross of battle to a 
thousand victories who does not feel at 
home in this state and city. All of these 
confederates realize that they are at home; 
and their pulsing hearts tell of their appre- 
ciation in language far more eloquent and 
tender than any which I could utter. 

“And now, my fellow countrymen, may 
I ask if you thave contemplated and appre- 
hended the full significance of this splendid 
reception; and of others like it which have 
been accorded us by Louisiana, by Alabama, 
by Mississippi, by Texas, by Virginia, by 
Tennessee, by all ithe people wherever it 
has been our fortune to convene. How 
Strange, how marvelously strange must 
these annual outpourings appear to all peo- 
ple outside of the soutth’s border. 

Significance of Reunions. 

“On another occasion I felt impelled to 
advert to the peculiar significance of these 
confederate reunions; but the mind can 
never tire of their analysis—philosophy, 
patriotism, virtue and religion may all 
feed and feast upon such a theme without 
exhausting it; and the spirit of liberty, 
the reverence for law and for regulated 
government rejoices and grows strong in 
the sentiment and high purpose which these 
gatherings evoke. No other conventions of 
ex-soldiers in all the earth are so free from 
self-seeking, so untainted by passion or 
prejudice, so purely philanthropic, nor 
more broadly patriotic. No disbanded and 
defeated soldiery has ever been for so long 
a period the special objects of so unique 
and universal approbation and affection by 
a people for whose cause that soldiery 
contended unsuccessfully. 

‘In every other age, in every other land, 
popular plaudits have been but the echoes 
of the shouts and martial paeans of vic- 
tory. Public honors, costly demonstrations 
and universal acclaim thave been ‘he 
heritage of successful armies. Imperial 
Rome, intoxicated with the glory of con- 
quest, erected lofty arches to her mighty 
warriors, only when they bore her proud 
eagles above the» ranks of conquering 
legions. France was united and exultant 
under the great Corsican so long as he was 
victorious; but he, too, was defeated, and 
at this fall the legislative assembly of his 
people abandoned and demanded the abdi- 
cation of this hitherto idolized leadgr. Nor 
do our own brave countrymen, the brave 
veterans of the union army, furnish any 
parallel to the conditions which surround 
us. Wihen they returned from the horrors 
of war it was to homes of increased com- 
fort, to augmented wealth and with arms 
in their hands and victory on their banners. 
They returned to an established and grate- 
ful government. 

‘The return of the disarmed and dis- 
banded confederates, however, was to peo- 
ple made poor; to a land made desolate, 
covered with blackened ruins, where every 
home was in mourning, every breath was a 
sigh and every breeze a messenger of woe. 
And yet, after a third of a century has 
passed, after the remnant of those armies 
have grown gray, and the government for 
which they fought lives only as a memory, 
these grim southern warriors gather in an- 
nual reunions, and are the recipients of a 
boundless hospitality dispensed by this re- 
cently impoverished but grateful people, 

‘On what page in history will you finda 
similar history? In what age or country 
have the shattered remnants of defeated 
armies, banded tdgether in a brotherhood 
so unique, a purpose so unselfish? Among 
what defeated people has ever been wit- 
nessed such fidelity to the memories of an 
unsuccessful past; such devotion to the 
survivors of an unsuccessful army, coupled 
with such unostentatious, genuine and re- 
sponsive loyalty to the government from 
which they so resolutely and conscientious- 
ly sought. separation? [I challenge the 
world’s anna’s to furnish a parallel. 

“In conclusion let me inquire what it all 
means. Simple justice to these brave and 
patriotic men, who yielded at last to over- 
whelming numbers and resources; justice 
to the southern people, whose devotion to 
their cause must be measured “by the 
countiess sacrifices they made for it; justice 
to their present attitude toward the Amer'i- 
can republic, whogg honor and freedom 
and flag they are always ready to defend; 
justice to the self-respect and manhood of 
southern youth, who are to stand for all 
time with northern youth in defense of 
popular liberty; justice to the past and 
justice.to the future all demand that our 
own posterity and al] mankind shall know 
the meaning of these phenomena! demon- 
strations over the thinned ranks of a 
broken, but proud and once resistiess army. 

The Nation’s Special Wards. 

“Our heroie brothers of the union army 
need no such care in guarding themselves 
from misapprehension, and for the reason 
that they are, so to speak, the special 
wards of this great nation. Alli of its ener- 
gies, all of its influence and a large share 
of its taxing power are subject, when re- 
quired, to their demands. Besides, as a 
rule, it is true the world over that victory 
misrepresentation the vause of the van- 
quished. 

“Let us hope, however, that impartial 
history, secured through the labors of our

The Oration of the Day. 

When he had finished speaking, General 
Gordon took the gavel and said: 

“It is my pleasant duty to promise you 
now the treat of the occasion. I have the 
honor to present to you a one-armed con- 
federate soldier, a silver-tongued orator, 
and a golden-hearted brother. We shall 
now hear from General Charles Hooker, of 
Mississippi, the orator of the day.” 

General Hooker’s address was pronounced 
one of the finest ever heard at any former 
reunion. He was loudly cheered during his 
discourse. His speeth is given in full in 
another part of the paper. 

General Hood’s Daughters. 

“Veterans never get too old,’’ said Gen- 
eral Gordon, ‘‘to look into the eyes of sweet 
southern girls, and I have the pleasure of 
presenting to you two daughters of the 
confederacy who have inherited much of 
their father’s heroism.’’ 

With this he led forth Misses Odile. and 
Ida Hood, daughters of General Hood, one 
on each arm, and cheer after cheer echoed 
through the big building, while the young 
ladies gracefully bowed their appreciation. 

General Stephen D. Lee then presented 
the flag of the famous Forty-second Geor- 
gia, which he stated had gained one of 
the grandest victories of the war at Chica- 
sauga bayou, where 1,700 federals were kill- 
ed, wounded and captured in six minutes 
by the confederates. The crowd lustily 
cheered the old emblem. 

General Gordon then presented the flag 
of the Tihirty-ninth North Carolina, which 
he said had been in fifty-seven engage- 
ments, and which “had won fifty-six of 
them.’’ Three cheers also went up for the 
Tar Heels. 

General Gordon announced that the mem- 
bers of the committees on resolutions and 
credentials would be handed in by the va- 
rious divisions yesterday, and would be 
made public this morning. The gathering 
then adjourned until 10 o’clock today. 

Stirring Scenes on Platform. 

No sooner had formalities been dispensed 
with than hundreds of veterans flocked on 
the platform to grasp the hand of General 
Gordon. Some even hugged him like a 
long-lost brother, and those old generals 
were kept so busy shaking hands that they 
were almost completely exhausted. 

The Misses Hood were also greeted by 
large numbers of old soldiers who had fol- 
lowed the flag under their father. It was 
a genuine love feast on that platform, and 
there was scarcely a dry eye there.

Atlanta has lost the 
fight for the abbey and so has New Orleans 
and Nashville. 

The Memorial Association, composed of 
several of the most prominent confederate 
veterans, many of whom are attending the 
reunion, held a meeting in the city yester- 
day afternoon, when the matter was thor- 
‘oughly discussed, and it was decided that 
as Richmond was the capital of the con- 
federacy, that city would be the proper 
place for the location of the magnificent 
structure, 

It will be remembered that nearly two 
years ago there was a movement on foot 
in Atlanta to have the abbey located here. 
Several mass meetings were held, and it 
being necessary to contribute quite a sum 
toward the erection of the building, Atlan- 
tilans raised some money for this purpose. 
Interest in the movement seemed to die 
out, however, and the abbey has been lost. 

Similar movements were on foot in Nashe- 
ville and New Orleans at the same time, 
both claiming the battle abbey on account 
of alleged superiorities.

Prayer by Chaplain Rice. 

Commander Randolph then introduced 
Chaplain General Theron H. Rice, pastor of 
the Central Presbyterian church. , 

Dr. Rice offered a most eloquent prayer, 
asking for the care and direction of the 
Almighty in the deliberations of the con- 
vention and praying for the success of 
American arms in the war with Spain and 
for freedom’s cause. 

Dr. Rice is an enthusiastic som and for 
more than a year has held the honored po- 
sition of chaplain of the federation. 

Address of J. Q. Nolan. 

Commander Randolph, in introducing Mr. 
J. Q. Nolan, of McDonough, commander of 
the Sons of Veterans of that city, stated 
that no speaker on the programme of any 
public entertainment was more eloquent 
that Mr. Nolan and he referred to the 
speaker who was to deliver the address of 
the day in most eloquent words. The intro- 
duction, however, which was a magnificent 
tribute, was more than merited by the ad- 
dress that followed. Mr. Nolan spoke of 
the south before, during and after the 
war, and he easily caught the attention of 
his audience in this first paragraph and 
not a word of his address was lost. 

Frequently he was interrupted for several 
minutes at a time by the applause that fol- 
lowed and he was given a rousing ovation 
when the address was concluded. 

Mr. Nolan deciared that the south was 
united, but at the same time the. brave 
deeds of the civil war would never be for- 
gotten. He said the sons of veterans had 
a sacred trust to perform and that to them 
had been entrusted the care and. protection 
of the southern women who are the daugh- 
ters of the veteran heroes of the war. 

He feelingly and eloquently referred to 
the part that the women of the south took 
in the war and declared that the war would 
have ended sooner and more disastrously 
had it not have been for the guardian an- 
gels who administered to the wants of the 
needy and cared for the sick and wounded. 

His address was a welcome to the federa- 
tion om behalf of the state of Georgia. 

Robert C. Alston’s Welcome. 

The address of welcome on behalf of the 
city of Atlanta was extended by Mr. Rob- 
ert C. Alston, commander of the John B. 
Gordon camp, of Atlanta. He said: 

“Mr. Commander, My Comrades of the 
United Sons of Confederate Veterans, 
Ladies and Gentlemen—It affords me the 
greatest pleasure to sincerely say that the 
gates of our magnificent city swing wide 
at your approach: with the easy grace born 
oniy of incomparable love. 

“The gates which thirty-four years ago 
were held closed against a then common 
foe by the bodies and blood of our fathers 
do of a right yig@ito the loving invasion of 
their sons, bent upon eternally perpetuat- 
ing the grandest history of the noblest peo- 
ple of God. No spot on earth, no time of

all the annals could be chosen with more 
appropriateness for our coming together 
than this city and this hour. Looking back 
through the years that has united a di- 
vided people we see the men whom we 
cherish as our fathers, then strong in the 
strength untrammeled by the burden of 
years, baring themeelves to the summer's 
heat and to the enemy’s missiles of death 
as they stubbornly defende® he heart of our 
country and this, the gateway to the south. 
Tomorrow and the next day the daring 
Hood throws a gallant army against un- 
equaled numbers, equipments and training. 

“The silent army of little white marble 
headboards lying out in Oakland’s peaceful 
shades, watered by the fount of Atlanta's 
eternal love, tells the tale of a noble, val- 
lient fight and defeat. 

“It seems especially fitting that a repre- 
sentative of the camp of our order, which 
bears a name made illustrious for its 
bravery, grand for ite gallantry, eternal 
for its courage, matchless for its endurance 
and skill at the head of his commands of 
confederate soldiers, snould welcome you 
to this city, to whose fame he has added 
s0 much, I speak as the representative 
of the John B. Gordon camp of Sons of 
Confederate Veterans, . 

“He is held in the heart of every south- 
erner for his timely ald in gulding us from 
the reefs of reconstruction, and in the 
highest honor and love by every brave 
man who saw this chivalrous sword flash 
its message of bravery from the smoke 
enwrapped field of the battle’s tumult. 

“Every member of our camp knows that 
in paying honortohis nameand deeds we 
meet your highest approval. We invite you 
to join: with us in doing honor to him, 
whom our fathers are also honoring. 

“We open to your vision and consecrate 
to yvour eternal love the statesmanlike 
patriotism of Alexander Stephens, the 
storm-like oratory of the royal Toombs 
and beg you'stop at the hallowed memory 
of Benjamin H. Hi'l and remember that 
with him we are till in the house of our 
fathers, thank God.

“Let us homor the heroes of the battles 
of Georgia, but yet not lose sight of Stone- 
wall Jackson's magnificent campaign of the 
valley of Virginia, the results and concep- 
tion of which stand unequaled even in the 
annals of Napoleon Bonaparte and mark 
the limit of numan endurance and Anglo- 
Saxon skill and tenacity. 

‘Let us honor him and his followers as 
we gather on Georgia so'l and let our 
minds turn to the grave-dofied hills of old 
Virginia, to pay lasting tribute and eternal 
affection to the men whose love for the 
cause for which they fought, carried them 
from their homes to iteave them on the 
fields of patriotism, guarded bv the silent 
sentinels of heaven and enshrined in the 
hearts of posterity. 

“From the pleasures of your stay in our 
midst & beg you turn for a moment to 
linger in the garden of memory. blessed 
as richly as Elysium with the deeds, the 
peg and the immortal name of Robert E. 

e. 

“He stands without comparison tin all 
nature. When compared to nature’s flelds 
of choicest flowers, or to her stalwart hills 
unm ed by the flow of time or the 
ravages of the storm, he seems all that 
we see there, and more. I have looked in- 
to the heavens, thinking that from her 
vaulted depths of azure the god of battle 


and of peace might have set some sign of | 


him to us as He did in the days of Moses. 
From the rifting clouds floated the match- 
less gleam of the warlike planet Mars, 
and 1 thought that in its glistening 
1 caught the heralding of his purity, 
of his honor, of his bravery and of his 
matchless love. It seemed to be a token 


that from the storm of the past Robert E. 


Lee was resting in the quiet of heaven’s 
eternal bosom. 

“In honoring the heroes who stand out 
in the history of our country in the bold 
relief to which they are entitled, like 
Orion, Saturn and Jupiter, in the heavens 
above us, let us not forget that they only 
stud the sky that is belted from Zone to 
zone by its milky ways, which is made of 
myriad stars, whose light comes to us 
from such a distance that the gleam of 
each, commingied with the other, makes 
One grand result. 

“The private soldier who bore the mus- 
ket and stood in the storm of shot and 
shell leaves no name written on the pages 
of tlie history of this country, but the 
deeds of them all are fixed in our love and 
in our hearts as firmly as the milky way 
in the zones of the heavens. Let our love 
and our respect flow unmeasured to them. 
Our hallowed traditions are not alone told 
in the thunderings of the war days, nor in 
the clang of the clashing sword, nor in the 
hiss of the sullen bullet as it rushes on to 
sing the sudden requiem of its valiant 
victim; behind the lines. in the homes left 
by the brave soldiers are the women whose 
prayers were hourly ascending to the God 
of battle, and whose suffer:ngs were their 
pleasures and whose sacrifices their daily 
seeking. 

“Where the stalking devil of war had 
left its wounded and dying victims, the 
tender hand of the southern woman was 
present to alleviate the suffering, and bend- 
ing over the prostrate form to catch the 
last word of the dying hero, to bear it as 
a rich heritage to the loved ones far away. 
The Spartans taught their people to know 
no suffering and to be always brave, but 
the history of the Spartans and all the rest 
of the world is entirely overshadowed by 
noble deeds of our mothers. God bless 
them. ‘ 

“Let us honor the traditions of our peo- 
but we must accept the verdict of war. 
The flag that our people fought for then is 
being defended by them now, and we must 
honor it as they do. Her battles must be 
ours; her struggles our struggles; her glo- 
ries our glories. We must honor her as she 
floats in the breezes of victory, and pray 
God that she may never be defeated, and 
our people never again divided. 

“The people of Atlanta keep sacred the 
tradition of southern hospitality. They 
will record to the people who made this 
tradition and to their sons that it is still 
alive. Our gates and ovr homes are all 
open to you. We bid yov thrice wel- 
come to the city which is of a right your 


own,’ en

OT since the days of the late expos|;,. 


tion have the streets of Atlanta pre- 

sented as picturesque an appearance 
as they did on yesterday. With flags and

Georgia, prosperous farmers from all sec- 
tions. and neatly dressed professional men 
fraternized in perfect good fellowship. 
Apropos of the Santiago soldiers, many of 
them visited the city with huge thirsts and 
lay in wait for the sympathetic veterans. 
The veterans seemed to feel a good deal 
of interest in the boys in blue and eagerly 
plied them with questions about the war. 
Early in the day two tough looking indi- 
viduals from the post were arm in arm w'th 
a stalwart veteran from Arkansas. They 
were filling him full of stories of the Span- 
fards while he bought the beers. Some 
hours later the same two were in the ar- 
cade of the Kimball. The soldiers were 
in a state of hopeless inebriety, while the 
ola vet was as fresh looking as a daisy 
and vainly endeavoring to get his new 
found friends to ‘“‘take just one more. 

When night came the average elevator 
man in Equitable, Austell and other tall 
buildings was a very tired individual. His 
ups and downs were increased about 100 
per cent, and his tongue was weak and 
weary from answering numerous questions. 
All day long the top of the Equitable was 
crowded with veterans looking over the 
historic battlefields of the past. The dome 
of the capitol was also thronged with 
caaen ale was the center of the city 
crowded, but the residence portions as 
well. Out Peachtree way a never ending 
stream of men and women, who preferred 
walking to the overcrowded cars, lined the 
sidewalks. In some instances hospitably 
disposed people, whose residences ‘were 
small, had erected tents in their front 
yards for the ‘accommodation of guests. 
At the corner of Richardson and Cooper 
street a tent capable of holding ten or 

elve persons had been put up. 

The festive street fakir did a land office 
business in souvenirs and war-time pic- 
tures of various kinds. On almost. every 
corner his insinuating voice ‘was heard 
he reaped a harvest. a 
get t ene business man whe @ain the 
habit of eating down town had either to 
forego that convenience of hie him to a 8a- 
loon. The latter were packed to their ut- 
most capacity from early morn till closing 
hour, but few drunks, among the veterans 
at least, were noticed. 

The street car lines all over the city were 
constantly thronged and although both 
the Consolidated and Traction lines had 
out every available car, crowds were com- 
pelled to walk. 

One of the noticeable features of the 
visiting veterans was the number of 
strangely maimed. Men with no arms, oth- 
ers without legs, some with an eye shot 
out and still others with both legs and arms 
gone were by no means a rarity. 

Strange tn say, with the enormous crowd 
in town, and the amount of convivialism, 
comparatively little disorder was noticea- 
ble. It is true that some of the soldiers 
from Fort McPherson were inclined to be 
boisterous and many of them ripe for trou- 
ble, but the veterans treated them kindly 
and there were no serious collisions. 

Many of the veterans seemed somewhat 
confused at the bustle and confusion of 
the city, and stood for hours around the 
carshed before they ventured out into the 
crowded streets. Several old soldiers had 
brought banjos and other musical instru- 
ments with them, and played and sang 
patriotic songs in the depot and on the 
streets, much to the delight of their lis- 
teners. 

When darkness’ fell on the city it saw 
a hot, dusty and thoroughly tired crowd 
of persons who were eager to seek their 
beds or cots and rest their weary limbs. 
Not until long after midnight, however, 
Was the city thoroughly quiet and the 
streets deserted. :

Prayer by Chaplain Rice. 

Commander Randolph then introduced 
Chaplain General Theron H. Rice, pastor of 
the Central Presbyterian church. . 

Dr. Rice offered a most eloquent prayer, 
asking for the care and direction of the 
Almighty in the deliberations of. the con- 
vention and praying for the success of 
American arms in the war with Spain and 
for freedom’s cause. 

Dr. Rice is an enthusiastic som and for 
more than a year has held the honored po- 
sition of chaplain of the federation. 


Address of J. Q@. Nolan. 


Commander Randolph, in introducing Mr. 
J. Q. Nolan, of McDonough, commander of 
the Sons of Veterans of that city, stated 
that no speaker on the programme of any 
public entertainment was more eloquent 
that Mr. Nolan and he referred to the 
speaker who was to deliver the address of 
the day in most eloquent words. The intro- 
duction, however, which was a magnificent 
tribute, was more than merited by the ad- 
dress that followed. Mr. Nolan spoke of 
the south before, during and after the 
war, and he easily caught the attention of 
his audience in this first paragraph and 
not a word of his address was lost. 

Frequently he was interrupted for several 
minutes at a time by the applause that fol- 
lowed and he was given a rousing ovation 
when the address was concluded. 

Mr. Nolan deciared that the south was 
united, but at the same time the brave 
deeds of the civil war would never be for- 
gotten. He said the sons of veterans had 
a sacred trust to perform and that to them 
had been entrusted the care and. protection 
of the southern women who are the daugh- 
ters of the veteran heroes of the war. 

He feelingly and eloquently referred to 
the part that the women of the south took 
in the war and declared that the war would 
have ended sooner and more disastrously 
had it not have been for the guardian an- 
gels who administered to the wants of the 
needy and cared for the sick and wounded. 

His address was a welcome to the federa- 
tion om behalf of the state of Georgia. 

Robert C. Alston’s Welcome. 

The address of welcome on behalf of the 
city of Atlanta was extended by Mr. Rob- 
ert C. Alston, commander of the John B. 
Gordon camp, of Atlanta. He said: 

“Mr. Commander, My Comrades of the 
United Sons of Confederate Veterans, 
Ladies and Gentlemen—It affords me the 
greatest pleasure to sincerely say that the 
gates of our magnificent city swing wide 
at your approach with the easy grace born 
oniy of incomparable love. 

‘The gates which thirty-four years ago 
were held closed against a then common 
foe by the bodies dad blood of our fathers 
do of a right yie the loving invasion of 
their sons, bent Upon eternally perpetuat- 
ing the grandest history of the noblest peo- 
ple of God. No spot on earth, no time of

all the annals could be chosen with more 
appropriateness for our coming together 
than this city and this hour. Looki back 
through the years that has united a di-} 
vided people we see the men whom we 

cherish as our fathers, then strong in the 

Strength untrammeled by the burden of : 
years, baring themselves to the summer’s |! 
heat and to the enemy’s missiles of death 
as they stubbornly defende® <fhe heart of our 
country and this, the gateway to the south. 
Tomorrow and the next day the daring 
Hood throws a gallant army against un- 
equaled numbers, equipfnents and training. 

“The silent army of little white marble 
headboards lying out in Oakland’s peaceful 
shades, watered by the fount of Atlanta’s 
eternal love, tells the tale of a noble, val- 
lient fight and defeat. 

“It seems especially fitting that a repre- 
sentative of the camp of our order, which 
bears a name made illustrious for its 
bravery, grand for its gallantry, eternal 
for its courage, matchless for its endurance 
and skill at the head of his commands of 
confederate soldiers, snould welcome you 
to this city, to whose fame he has added 
80 much. I speak as the representative 
of the John B. Gordon camp of Sons of 
Confederate Veterans, ‘ 

“He is held in the heart of every south- 
erner for his timely ald in guiding us from 
the reefs of reconstruction, and in the 
highest honor and love by every brave 
man who saw this chivalrous sword flash 
its message of bravery from the smoke 
enwrapped field of the battle’s tumult. 

“Every member of our camp knows that 
in paying honor to his nameand deeds we 
meet your highest approval. We invite you 
to join: with us in doing honor to him, 
whom our fathers are aiso honoring. 

“We open to your vision and consecrate 
to vour eternal love the statesmanlike 
patriotism of Alexander Stephens, the 
storm-like oratory of the royal Toombs 
and beg you stop at the hallowed memory 
of Benjamin H. Hi'l and remember that 
with him we are til] in the house of our 
fathers, thank God.

were forced in the sullen retreat of brave 
men. 

“Let us homor the heroes of the battles 
of Georgia, but yet.not lose sight of Stone- 
wall Jackson’s magnificent campaign of the 
valley of Virginia, the results and concep- 
tion of which stand unequaled even in the 
annals of Napoleon Bonaparte and mark 
the limit of numan endurance and Anglo- 
Saxon skill and tenacity. 

‘Let us honor him and his followers as 
we gather on Georgia so'l and let our 
minds turn to the grave-dofted hills of old 
Virginia, to pay lasting tribute and eternal 
affection to the men whose love for the 
cause for which they fought, carried them 
from their homes to teave them on the 
fields of patriotism, guarded bv the silent 
sentinels of heaven and enshrined in the 
hearts of posterity. 

“From the pleasures of your stay in our 
midst & beg you turn for a moment to 
linger in the garden of memory. blessed 
as richly as Elysium with the deeds, the 
gd and the immortal name of Robert E. 

Pe. 

“He stands without comparison in all 
nature. When compared to nature’s flelds 
of choicest flowers, or to her stalwart hilis 
unm ed by the flow of time or the 
ravages of the storm, he seems all that 
we see there, and more. I have looked in- 
to the heavens, thinking that from her 
vaulted depths of azure the god of battle 
and of peace might have set some sign of | 


him to us as He did in the days of Moses. 
From the rifting clouds floated the match- 
less gleam of the warlike planet Mars, 
and 1 thought that in its_ glistening 
1 caught the heralding of his purity, 
of his honor, of his bravery and of his 
matchless love. It seemed to be a token 
that from the storm of the past Robert E. 
Lee was resting in the quiet of heaven's 
eternal bosom. 

“In honoring the heroes who stand out 
in the history of our country in the bold 
relief to which they are entitled, like 
Orion, Saturn and Jupiter, in the heavens 
above us, let us not forget that they only 
stud the sky that is belted from Zone to 
zone by its milky ways, which is made of 
myriag stars, whose light comes to us 
from such a distance that the gleam of 
each, commingied with the other, makes 
One grand result. 

“The private soldier who bore the mus- 
ket and stood in the storm of shot and 
shell leaves no name written on the pages 
of the ‘history of this country, but the 
deeds of them all are fixed in our love and 
in our hearts as firmly as the milky way 
in the zones of the heavens. Let our love 
and our respect flow unmeasured to them. 
Our hallowed traditions are not alone told 
in the thunderings of the war days, nor in 
the clang of the clashing sword, nor in the 
hiss of the sullen bullet as it rushes on to 
sing the sudden requiem of its valiant 
victim; behind the limes, in the homes left 
by the brave soldiers are the women whose 
prayers were hourly ascending to the God 
of battle, and whose suffer:ngs were their 
pleasures and whose sacrifices their daily 
seeking. 

“Where the stalking devil of war had 
left its wounded and dying victims, the 
tender hand of the southern woman was 
present to alleviate the suffering, and bend- 
ing over the prostrate form to catch the 
last word of the dying hero, to bear it as 
a rich heritage to the loved ones far away. 
The Spartans taught their people to know 
no suffering and to be always brave, but 
the history of the Spartans and all the rest 
of the world is entirely overshadowed by 
noble deeds of our mothers.

“Let us honor the traditions of our peo- 
but we must accept the verdict of war. 
The flag that our people fought for then is 
being defended by them now, and we must 
honor it as they do. Her battles must be 
ours; her struggles our struggles; her glo- 
ries our glories. We.must honor her as she 
floats in the breezes of victory, and pray 
God that she may never be defeated, and 
our people never again divided, 

“The people of Atlanta keep sacred the 
tradition of southern hospitality. They 
will record to the people who made this 
tradition and to their sons that it is still 
alive. Our gates and ovr homes are all 
open to you. We bid yov thrice wel- 
come to the city which is of a right your

When Mr. R. L. D. McAllister stepped to 
the front of the platform and declared that 
the lost cause was a myth, and that the 
south had never lost anything, it was the 
signal for more applause, and it was several 
minutes before the speaker could proceed.

“As long as tne sun shines 
in the southern sky the cause of right and 
freedom will live. 

‘Don’t tell me that the cause of the south 
was lost as long as I hear the mames of Lee 
and Jackson and Davis and Wheeler pro- 
nounced. Don’t tell me the south was 
whipped.

God. 
Commander Smyth Speaks. 

Commander-in-Cnief Smyth then took 
the gavel and presided over the remainder 
of the s¢ssion. In assuming the gavel, he 
said: 

“It is my pleasing duty now®to take 
formal charge of these meetings as pre- 
siding officer, and to introduce to you the 
comrade who will respond for the federa- 
tion to the eloquent address of welcome 
to which we have just listened. Hetore 
doing this, however, I desire to express, 
for the federation, our heartfelt apprecia- 
‘tion of the cordial welcome extended to 
us by the two camps of Sons of Veterans 
in Atlanta. We have often heard the 
praise of Atlanta’s hospitality, and ai- 
though beginning to enjoy it, we realize 
already that the ‘half has not been told.’ 

“I have been in the city a day or two 
before these exercises, and have also paid 
an official visit her@ in June, and can 
testify from my own’ experience that our 
comrades of this city have left no stone 
unturned to insure us a pleasant time and 
a successful meeting.

The convention will hold two sessions 
today, meeting at 9:30 o’clock this morning 
and again at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon. 

The election of annual officers will be 
conducted probably Friday.

Justice to the Cubans. 


The Cuban question threatens to be- 
come a more disturbing question than 
the retention of the Philippines. Our 
troops have gone to that island and 
have effected the capture of that island. 
The events leading up to the fall of the 
city have caused the officers and men of 
the American army to look with both 
suspicion and aversion on the Cuban 
soldiers with whom they have come 
in contact. Such ts the word that comes 
from the front, and there can be no 
doubt that it correctly represents the 
feeling. 3 

The Cubans, on the other hand, do 
noc conceal their chagrin that a 
city captured in the name  0of their 
eause and in behalf of Cuban indepen- 
dence, should be left in charge of the 
Spanish officials who represent to the 
Cubans a more odious party than the 
tories represented to the American pa- 
triots. 

it ts certain that we cannot get a 
fair judgment from those who view the 
situation from one standpoint or the 
other. The truth lies between the con- 
clusions. The Cubans are not fighters 
after the American pattern, but they 
are not cowardly. Having been trained 
to bushwhacking in two wars, they can- 
not change these tactics in a moment. 
nor im a month. That they can and 
do fight effectively has been amply 
shown by the fact that they carried the 
war to a point where Spain found it 
impossible to secure peace and order in 
Cuba or to give the island stable gov- 
ernment. 

These facts must not be lost sight 
sight of, 
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The Problem of the Philippines. 

The argument is made that something 
more than a coaling station is needed 
in the Philippine islands if the ambi- 
tion of the United States is to secure 
better markets in the orient. Since 
the Philippines are in touch with 400,- 
000,000 Asiatics occupying the seaboard 
countries, it is contended that the re- 
tention of the Philippines is not only 
important but absolutely essential to 
the extension of American trade in the 
east. 

Spain, it is true, has notderived much 
commercial prestige from -her posses- 
sion of the Philippines, but this is due 
to the fact that she has not made 
the most of her opportunities. She 
has not fostered commercial enterprise 
aither at home or upon the islands, her 
reason for this neglect being the con- 
tempt in which she holds such matters. 
Indeed, she has persisted for years in 
ridiculing Americans solely upon the 
tdea that Americans are largely en- 
gaged in commercial pursuits; but she 
now reailzes to her sorrow that thrift 
and valor are not necessarily strangers 
to each other and that Americans hap- 
pen to possess both. 

To quote in. this cpnneckion from 
one of the leading newspapers of the 
country, The Philadelphia Press argues 
that the retention of the Philippines is 
necessary to complete the full measure 
of our commercial independence, With 
respect to the needs of this country, it 
says: 

Trepical products it now has to import. 
The Philippines produce them all. Sugar, 
coffee and tobacco will pour from these 
islands once order is maintained, contracts 
enforced and the American market opened. 
With these products furnished by the Phil- 
ippines, the United States rounds and com- 
pletes its commercial independence. In alJ 
its commercial arrangements it will com- 
mand the situation. Not only trade, but 
capital, will follow the flag, and the Phil- 
ippines developed by American efforts 
would become a richer and more profitable 
Java. 

In three months these considerations 
have had their profound effect on the coun- 
try. The great mass of newspapers favor 
keeping the islands. Speeches like ex- 
President Cleveland’s and ex-Senator Ed- 
munds’, deprecating acquisition, meet with 
no response. The new policy of the expan- 
sion steadily gathers weight and strength. 
All are agreed that a coaling station must 
be kept at Manilla. If Luzon stood alone 
like Borneo, there would be no question 
about retaining the island. The responsi- 
bility of the entire archipelago gives pause. 
Much has to be considered before it is de- 
cided to keep all. World interests are in- 
volved. Other nations have interests which 
demand due attention. A hasty decision 
would be unwise, but mo one can doubt 
that the tide of public sentiment flows to- 
ward a frank and prompt acceptance of the 
responsibilities and opportunities offered by 
the Phikppines. ~ 

Such is the importance which ate 
taches to the problem involved in ‘the 
retention of the Philippines that the 
utmost care must be given to its consid~ 
eration.

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LIGHTS ON VETERANS 


CAUGHT IN WAR AND IN PEACE. 


Fort McPherson was ithe center of inter- 
est yesterday to many thousands of the 
veterans in the city. Through the columns 
of The Constitution théy had all learned 
weeks ago of the presence of the wounded 
Santiago yeterans at the government bar- 
racks, and consequently the Traction com- 
pany’s carrying capacity was taxed yester- 
day. The new veterans were a source of 
constant interest to the grizzled old timers, 
many of whom bore several battle scars, 
or else were minus a leg or lacking an 
arm. The Santiago yeterans were delight- 
ed at the opportunity to exchange experi- 
ences and anecdotes with the veterans of 
the ‘60s, and as they wanderea@ about in 
pairs—a new veteran and an old one—they 
made an interesting sight, and ag there 
was not enough new veterans to go around, 
many of them found themselves surrounded 
by throngs of confederates. 

A veteran from Texas, properly grizzly 
and with the required slouch hat, inveigled 
a nineteen-year-old Santiago veteran into 
an exchange of experiences and war ideas. 

‘Don’t 
mean ter say yer fit ’em mor’n er mile 
away? Dad strap it! you oughter seed me

Re- 
clining on a rude couch. unable to move 
hand or foot, his face thin and drawn from 
hardship and long suffering, the sight was 
one oneenene to cause a pang of sorrow 
to all, 

Landford contracteqd rheumatism in the 
trenches around Vicksburg, and for twelve 
years has been unable to move hand or 
foot, or in any way help himself. He was 
attended by a friend, who had brought him 
to Atlanta in the hope that the old veter- 
ans, seeing the affliction of one of their 
comrades, would aid him. He wes not mis- 
taken. All day long a steady stream of 
contributions, varying in amounts, found 


silent sufferer. 

To describe .the many scenes inside the 
auditorium one needs a skillful pen indeed. 
As one scar-worn veteran tersely put it: 

Why, dern my skin ef I don’t b’leeve

bor. Her sudden outburst of emotion had 
a visible effect on those around her, and 
many a gtim-vicaged warrior passed his 
hand before his eyes and sniffed violently. 


Out at Grant’s park the cyclorama of the 
battle of Atlanta, which has been recently 
repaired and put in good condition, was 
crowded with visitors all day yesterday. 
Old veterans who had taken part in the 
famous battle of July 22d eagerly thronged 
the building and talked interestingly of the 
parts they had played in the bloody en- 
counter. 

Owing to orders from the park commis- 
sioners, no one who did not wear the regu- 
lation confederate badge was admitted free 
of charge. Many of the veterans had jos? 
or forgotten their bacges, and up to l 
o’clock over 900 paid admissions were reg- 
istered. How many of these were veterans 
is impossible to say, but judging from this 
estimate, several thousand visitors must 
have viewed the cyclorama during the 
day. Superintendent Austin desires ‘The 
Constitution to impress on the veterans the 
importance of wearing hadgeg if they wish 
to avoid paying adcsnission, 

Not since the cyclorama was first erected 
on Edgewood avenue years ago, has it 
presented such a handsome appearance. 
The interior of the building has been thor- 
oughly renovated, and the lighting facili- 
ties greatly improved. Ali fhe visitors 
spoke highly of the naturalness of the 
gigantic painting which recalled to them 
so vividly the bloody scenes of the terrific 
struggle. 

A Constitution reporter asked a maimed 
veteran, who was graphically describing 
the conflict to a knot of interested spec- 
tators, if the picture was true to life, 

‘True to life?’ he exclaimed, with feel- 
ing. “It’s too damn true! There are too 
many infernal bluecoats. Do you know, 
I never have liked the blue clothes since 
the war.” 

Many of the veterans who have not yis- 
ited Atlanta since the war, and who were 
utterly at a loss to recognize the city after 
the lapse of so many years, found no diffi- 
culty in pointing to the various old land- 
marks in the picture. 


After viewing the cyclorama many of 


the veterans visited the zoo, or rambled 
out among the old breastworks near the 


: park. Viewing these, they fell into @ retro- 


spective mood, and many an incident long 
since forgotten was recalled. How such 
a gallant comrade had fallen near this 
spot; how another had gallantly defended 
the colors of his company, or a third had 
been made captive—all were told with im- 
pressiveness and feeling, and many a tear 
dimmed the eyes of the gaWant old soldiers 
in the telling. 


Truly the streets of Atlanta belong to 
the veterans. In fact. the veterans own 
the town, and business was almost sus- 

yesterday. To one who mixed up 
with the visitors yesterday it was noticea- 
ble that the old veterans did not like to 
stay in the hot buildings, but they pre- 
ferred to move 
gee the sights. It was a common sight to 
see the old comrades embrace each other, 
and many were .the old stories gone over

One old veteran who always has a crowd 
about him, is an old fellow with a fiddle, 
and when he takes his stand on some 
street corner and strikes up ‘“Dixie,’’ he 
has a large and enthusiastic audience in 
less than a minute. He certainly Knows 
how to make a fiddle talk, and when he 
scrapes off “Dixie” and other old war 
tunes, it always brings forth the rebel yell. 


A funny thing occurred on one of the 
over-crowded trolley cars yesterday. An 
old veteran who had a good seat, was tell- 
ing his troubles to the man sitting by him. 
He’ was searching ior some relative that 
he had not seen since the war, and while 
he did not know her address, he had an 
accurate description ef her residence, and 


‘he was trying to find it by riding about on 


the cars. 

“Atlanta is certainly a big town.” he 
said: “I’ve been riding on these cars for 
four mortal hours looking for Molly’s 
house, and I afn’t seen one that looks like 
it yet. It’s a yellow house with white 
blinds. Do you know of such a house in

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HOW DR. FOX FEEDS: 
THE VETS AT PARK 


The Reanion Commissary Is New in Full 
Blast at Piedmont. 


SYSTEM IN WORKING ORDER > 


Thousands of Veterans Were Served 


There Yesterday. 


THERE IS PLENTY TO EAT FOR ALL COMERS 


Dr. Fox’s Supply Is Inexhaustible, 
Some Scenes and Incidents with 
the Eaters Yesterday. 


ROM 6 o’clock in the morning until 

late la st night, the clink, clink of’ 

knives and forks, and the continual 
hum of conversation resounded through- 
out the mammoth mess hall out the 
Exposition grounds, where of 
hungry veterans appeased thit®ts 
and appetites. 

Although the tables were at times packed 
to their utmost capacity, there was little of 
delay in serving the guests, and those who 
failed to get enough to eat have only them- 
selves to blame. 

Tre hall was in charge of Dr. Amos 
Fox, and his assistant, Mr. S& R. Allen: 
and to their admirable management and 
care too much credit cannot be given. In 
the center of the hall were nine long rows 
of tables, ineclosed by a railing of wire, 
with an entrance at one end, an exit at 
the other. At the southern end of the 
building some twenty or twenty-five tin 
wash basins and towels were placed for 
the convenience of the guests, and here 
the dusty and travel-stained visitors re- 
freshed themselves before eating. In the 
northeastern corner of the hall is the 
kitchen, where the coffee is cooked, the 
meat and bread prepared and the dishes 
washed. All day long this part of the 
hall was the scene of hustle and activity. 
Colonel Bill Sparks, who had charge of 
the kitchen, was indeed a busy man. He 
was here, there and everywhere at the 
same time, but his face wore a pleasant 
smile, and he managed his large force of 
men and women like a general. Under 
him were fifty waiters, six cooks, twelve 
carvers and dishwashers ad lib. Just out- 
side of the building are the pits where 
the meats are cooked. These were also 
under the care of Mr. Sparks. ‘ 

Some idea of the enormous crowds Dr. 
Fox expects to feed can be gained when 
it is said that 10,000 pounds of boiled ham 
and 7,000 pounds of fresh mutitton was pur- 
chased by him from the Schwarzchilg and 
Sulzberber Beef Company. The order 
wag secured by Mr. Norwood Robson, an 
Atlanta man who is local agent for the 
company. In speaking of this order Mr. 
Robson says that it ig the largest ever 
placed in Atlanta. 

By 12 o’clock the hall was densely pack- 
ed, and the narrow entrance, guarded by 
a single policeman, who had charge of the 
turnstile, had a hard time keeping back 
the pushing, ghoving, jostling and thor- 
oughly hungry crowd on the outside. Ow- 
ing to the narrowness of the single en- 
trance, it was with difficulty that the vet- 
erans got in. But when they did get in, all 
was order, and no one found difficulty in 
being waited on. And how they did eat! 
The late war may have been disastrous 
in many respects, but the writer curiously 
doubts if its hardships did other than 
promote the appetites of those who sur- 
vived its horrors. 

A frail-looking little man wearing an old 
hat, accompanied by a pretty young girl, ev- 
idently his daughter, pushed his way 
through the crewd at the entrance and 
hastily walked into the wire inclosure. 
After making away with several large 
pieces of ham, as many huge chunks of 
mutton, half a dozen slices of bread, three . 
or four cups of coffee and d glass or so of 
water, smacked hig lips with a sigh and 
said: “That’s powerful good, but I ain't 
got the appetite 1 uster have when I was 
young, and I guess I'll have to quit.” The 
daughter, who had daintily nibbled a piece 
of meat and drank a cup of coffee, said: 
“Yes, father; you had better not eat any 
more. You know you are not at all well.” 

Durtng the midday meal a running fire 
of anecdotes and reminiscences passed 
among friends who had met for the first 
time in years, and anon a burst of hearty 
laughter at gome particularly humorous 
sally resounded through the hall. 

For half an hour or so J, ©. Robinson, 
a veteran of Ridgeway, N. C., entertained 
a group af friends in the hall by singing 
patriotic songs and playing on the banjo. 
Whenever “Dixie’ was struck up—his 
repertoire was rather limited, and “‘Dix- 
ie’ mainly composed it—the crowd at the 
tables stoppel eating long enough to split 
the atmosphere with the rebel yell. And 
how the lusty old fellow did yell! They 
They fairly rent the air, and the rafters 
in the ceiling took up the sound and echoed 
it again and again. 

The menu served by Dr. Fox and his 
ussistants was excellent; it consisted of 
broiled ham, barbecued mutton, bread, pick- 
les anl coffee which would have done 
credit to Henry Durand.

cffice, and the veterans seem ¢getermincd 
to have him for their ccmmander as long 
as he lives. When the matter of eiecting 
a commander comes before the convent oa 
the ery of the vet2rans will be “‘Gordon,”’ 
and the only contest between the divisions 
will be to see which one can yell the loud- 
est for General Gordon and which cne can 
give him the largest number of votes. 

Cther prominent generals have been 
spoken of for the important office to which 
General Gordon will be elected, but this 
talk was based on the idea that General 
Gordon would resign. It is now under- 
stood that he will not resign, and this 
being the case no other general will think 
of trying for the office. 

A veteran who is known throughout the 
south and is prominent in all sections gaid 
yesterday that General Gordon’s election 
was as near certain as things get to be in 
this world.

The publishing house war claim is 
known. The Methodist church had a 
lishing house in Nashville during the war 
which was seized by the federal forces and 
held for two years. The books and ma- 
ae were either used or destroyed, it 

After the war the Methodist E»piscopa! 
church, south, put in a claim with the 
government for $300,000 damages. Despite 
the fact that every one thought the claim 
just, no one was able to get it through 
congress until the last session. Then Bar- 
bee and Smith, book egents for the Meth- 
odist church, employed Major E. B. Stani- 
man, of Nashville, formerly of Atianta, to 
get the claim through both houses of con- 
gress. 

The house passed the bill authorizing 
that the claim be paid, but the senators 
asked questions of Major Stahlman. A ru- 
mor was started to the effect that Major 
Stahliman was to receive a 40 per cent fee 
for lobbying the bill through. He was 
asked if this was true and he replied in 
the negative, 

Barbee and Smith were telegraphed if 
Stahlman was under contract to get the 
bill through, receiving a 40 per cent fee. 

e agents wired the inquisitive senators 
that no contract had been made with 
Major StahIman on a 4 per cent basis. 

he senate passed the bill and the ciaim 
was paid. It then developed that Major 
Stahiman’'s fee was over $100,000. He then 
admitted to the senate, as did Barbee 
and Smith, that all had not been told 
when questions were asked. The senators 
thought they had been deceived and passed 
resolutions upon the matter. 

The Methodists of the country then took 
the matter up and many are greatly dis- 
satisfied because of the manner in which 
the bill went through cengress.. At the 
meeting yesterday afternoon Drs. W. P. 
Lovejoy, Hammond and Bigham were ab- 
sent. The first, however, approved the 
call for the special conference, but the 
last two were in another state.

Tax Receivers Roasted. 

Mr. Spalding said that in Fulton county 
there was a singular instance of what 
equalizers accomplish. The returns made 
by the county equalizers on property out- 
side of the city is about $5.000,000 less than 
the amount of property returned by the 
owners in the city of Atlanta. He said that 
last year the commissioners investigated 
the books and found that between $5,000,000 
and $6,000,000 worth of property had never 
been returned for something like five years. 

‘‘All a tax receiver,” he said, “wants to 
keep him perpetually in office—and the tax 
collector the same—is to ease up on the 
property owners. I believe that something 
should be done. The tax receiver and col- 
lector ought not to hold but one or two 
terms, or make his term four years, if you 
will. This is of the highest importance 
and it should be referred to a committee 
and some able plan arranged to stop this 
defalcation in tax returns. 

“It is just and right that every man 
should pay his taxes. The present laws are 
hoary and mossy with age. The present 
laws are not effective. There ought to be 
penalties put on the tax receiver and tax 
collector for indulging and the receiver for 
holding back his books. We should have

been published: saccharine (except for 
pharmaceutical purposes), and any sub- 
stances to be used as food containing 
saccharine, tobacco, raw or manufactured, 
of foreign origin except snuff and tobacco 
in carrots.

Administration Restralns the Commander 
by Specific Instructions, 


SANTIAGO HAS TAUGHT A LESSON 


Ten Transports Are Now Gathered Off 
Santiago with Troops for Porto 
Rico, but More Will Be Add- 
ed Before a Start Is 

Made. 


Washington, July 20.—The war and navy 
departments are now engaged in making 
all of the arrawgements for the dispatch of 
the Porto Rican expedition and Watson's 
eastern squadron. There has occurred one 
of those natural pauses in the progress of 
the campaign incident to the completion of 
one set of operations and the initiation of 
another. There being no possibility of the 
receipt of news of a great battle or of a 
surrender, there was less excitement and 
less evidence of nervous strain than for 
weeks past. 

General Miles’s expected departure was 
again deferred. The explanation given was 
there was difficulty experienced at Sant!- 


expedition. 

It is known, however, in addition, that 
the president himself has restrained Gen- 
eral Miles to the extent of adjuring him 
in earnest terms not to commit the folly 
of starting for Porto Rico without the 
most complete preparation. 

The government has profited by the les- 
Sons taught by the Santiago expedition. 
Aside from the actual loss of life that 
might be expected to arise from a badly 
calculated start, it ig realized that our 
relations with some of the European pow- 
ers would be, in a small measure, at least, 
impaired by the adverse moral] effect cre- 
ated by anything approaching a defeat 
for the American arms. Therefore, it is 
certain that, so far as the department can 
prevent, Genera] Miles’s soldiers will not 
run short of food, nor of tents to protect 
them from the tropical rains, nor of the 
means of transportation, that were so de- 
ficient at the beginning of the Santiago 


, movement. 


Miles Has Ten Transports. 


Genera] Miles reported this afternoon 
that he had with him ten transports, which 
it is presumed have aboard several thov- 
sand soldiers, although at least two of them 
are filled with equipment. The men aboard- 
Ship are suffering from delay precisely as 
did the soldiers who lay in Tampa bay be- 
fore the departure of the Shafter expedi- 
tion. Inquiry made at the navy depart- 
ment to ascertain where the delay had 
arisen in securing convoys, was met with 
the statement that the orders to Admiral 
Sampson in this matter were very general. 
He was simply directed by the @epartment 
to furnish a convoy, and it was assumed 
that he would confer with General Miles 
as to the number and character of the ves. 
sele required for that purpose. As the cam. 
paign, from a naval point of view, is to be 
principally a land movement, the naval of- 
ficers do not believe a very extensive con- 
voy is necessary. 

According to the calculations at the navy 
department, Admiral Dewey’s fleet at Ca- 
vite should now be re-enforced by the coast 
defense vessel Monterey, which, with her 
tender and collier, the Brutus, now has 
been about twenty days out from Honolulu. 
With the addition of this fine ang powerful 
monitor, Dewey will be amply able to take 
care of himself so long as the naval forces 
in the Pnoilippines are maintained at the 
relative proportion they now occupy. How- 
ever, the disclosure by the state depart- 
mént of the lack of foundation for the 
sensational stories of strained relations 
with Germany has largely abated the anx- 
lety hitherto entertained at the navy de- 
partment as to Dewey’s position at Manila.

FRIENDLY RELATIONS EXIST. 


Reports from Philippines Relative to 
German Action Unfounded. 

Washington, July 2.—Further inquiries 
by the Associated Press today in official 
quarters as to the alleged complications be- 
tween the ‘United States and Germany in 
the Philippines failed to elicit anything 
which might serve as a foundation fer the 
reports of such complications. 

On the contrary, it 1s learned that there 
have been regent communications between 
the two governments of a decidedly friend- 
ly nature, and that at no time since the 
war began has there been greater reason 
than now exists for confidence in Ger- 
many’s neutrality in the war between the 
United States and Spain. 

Reports of misunderstanding in the 
Philinpines or elsewhere are not to be too 
readily assumed as the basis” of inferences 
of national unfriendliness. Indeed it ts be- 


lieved to be the desire, as it is also the in- 
terest of both governments, that the rela- 
tions of traditional friendship between 
them should continue unbroken. 


Designs for Dewey’s Sword. 


Washington, July 2.—The navy depart- 
ment continues to receive elaborate designs 
for the sword to be presented to Admiral 
Dewey under act of congress. One of these 
which came to Assistant Secretary Allen 
today ig a bas-relief of an actual sword, 
with the hilt set with many brilliant stones, 
representing diamonds and rubies. The de- 
sign itself, with the many brilliants, is 
more costly than most swords.

' Health in Camp Improves. 

San Francisco, July 20—The latest report 
of the health of Camp Merritt shows con- 
siderable improvement in the condition of 
troops, There have been discharged from 
the field and hospital fourteen cases, and 
eighteen entered from the various regi- 
mental hospitals, leaving a total of 187 
men of the sick list. There has been a 
decrease of twenty-five men a day on the 
average in the Kansas regiment since the 
location of the camp has been changed. 


Troops at Tampa Embarking. 


Tampa, Fla., July 20.—The heavy artil- 
lery, under General Rodgers, and the Fifth, 
Eleventh amd Nineteenth, under General 
Schwan’s command, are at Port Tampa, 
embarking as fast as possible. Some delay 
is anticipated owing to the scarcity of 
transports, but as others are expected 
hourly, no serious inconvenience will be 
experienced. 


Three of Crew Die of Yellow Fever. 


New York, July 2.—The Norton line 
steamer Merida, which arrived today from 
South American ports, lost three of her 
efigineers from yellow fever during the 
voyage from Rio Janeiro. Health Officer 
Doty ordered the steamer detained for 
observation and disinfection.

Spanish and Americans Mingle 
Freely on Santiago Streets, 


SOLDIERS ON GOOD * TERMS 


Buttons, Epaulets and Machetes Are 
Quickly Traded for Hard Tack, 


PAWNBROKERS DO A GOOD BUSINESS 


The Electric Lights Have Been Turn- 
ed on, the Streets Cleaned Up 
and the Town Now Presents 
an Inviting Appear- 
ance. 


Santiago, July 19, via Kingston, July 20.-- 
Hundreds of American and Spanish sol- 
diers who but a few days ago were shoot- 
ing at each other. crowd the streets of 
Santiago today meeting and mixirg in 
the most friendly terms. A general feeling 
of good fellowship is evinced everywhere, 
victurs and vanquished apparently being 
equally rejoiced that the strife and blood- 
shed are over and that the horrors of the 
siege are ended 

Quaint stores with gaudy displays of 
wéres are opening rapidly and the store- 
keepers eagerly accept money and courte. 
ously receive customers. The naw- 
row, cobbled paved streets are 
crowded from morning till night by 
chattering groups of uniformed Spanish 
soldiers and crowds of laughing, rollicking 
men belcnging to Ce1eral Shafter’s army. 

Great barge loads of provisions and sup- 
plies have been gcing to the wharves all 
day from the Red Cross steamer State of 
Texas, and United States army supply 
ships, and there is evidence that hunger 
is rapidly disappearing. Along the water 
front, under every awning, dozens of wo- 
men and children may be seen munching 
American hard tack and food which is be- 
ing distributed, About the plaza facing the 
palace and in the numerous airy cafes the 
officers of opposing armies lounged 
throughout the day. The Americans are 
buying swords, medals and buttons from 
their late foes, and all talk cheerily when- 
ever an interpreter can be obtained. 


Quite a Change Has Taken Place. 


Santiago today presents a bright and 
cheerful picture to what it aid two days 
ago. Over thirty steamers, flying the stars 
and _ stripes, are in or near. the 
harbor. Small boats are plying briskly to 
and fro on the blue waters. Several large 
steamers, the State of Texas, Leona and 
Arkansas are alongside the wharves, bus- 
ily engaged in unloading their cargoes of 
supplies and food. In short, everything 
denotes bustle and activity. The immense 
sheds along the water front are already 
packed with merchandise and the large 
stores rented along Marina street are busy 
receiving goods which are being steadily 
unloaded. Everywhere there are signs of 
a revival of commercial activity anq pres- 
perity. 

Miss Clara Barton yesterday began dis- 
tributing supplies, relieving thousands of 
cases of distress from hwliger and s'ck- 
ness. The ice factory has resumed worx 
and the water supply will be turned on to- 
day. 

The change in the appearance of the city 
is kgleidoscopic, and a couple of days, 
when further shipments arrive, will suffice 
for the normal business to revive. : 

All the stores are open this morning, 
by General] McKibbin’s orders, but the: sa- 
loons remain closed for the present in order 
to avoid the poss.bility of @ clash between 
the soldiers in case of drunkenness. 


Pawnshops Are Open. 

The. electric light plant is working. 
The pawnshops are doing a rushing busi- 
ness, their counters being crowded by the 
people of all sorts of color and conditions, 
pawning heirlooms, clothes, dresses and 
furniture. 

Officers tender their medals, spurs and 
swords and civil employees offer their tor- 
toise shell, gold-headed canes, all for a 
mere song, which are in turn bought at 
fancy. prices by American soldiers, officers 
Or newsparer correspondents as relics of 
the war. There have been more machetes 
sold to our men as souvenirs than were 
laid down on the morning of the surrender, 
and crosses, service stripes and other things 
are cherished by the Americans. 

About 4,000 Spanish troops still remain 
in the city, but the majority of them 
will be removd as soon as a camping 
ground beyond the rifle pits can be ar- 
ranged. The American troops are being 


removed from their old encampmerts be- 
hind the trenches to cooler and better spots 
in the hills north of the town. 

Officers assert that there is not a case 
of yellow fever in Santiago and that there 
are but a few cases of smallpox. 

The streets look fairly clean and show 
signs of care taken by the Spaniards to 
prevent an epidemic during the siege. 

General Shafter, has placed a censor :n 
charge of the cable office and only gov- 
ernment dispatches are allowed to be sent 
today. It is said, however, that press and 
commercial dispatches will be received, 
subject to the censor’s pencil, soon—prob- 
ably tomorrow, 


Business Will Revive. 

Spanish merchants who have been inter- 
viewed on the subject say they expect 
business to revive at once and hope for 
large investments of American capital 
within the next year. There seetms to be 
no race hatred, the bitterness being all 
directed against the Madrid government, 
which is charged with gross mismanage- 
ment of Cuba and bungling during tie 
conduct cf the preeent war. 

The hospital headquarters are still lo- 
cated at Juragua. Two deaths from yellow 
fever were reported yesterday, but the 
names of the victims have not been made 
public. The physicians say there are but 
few neW cases appearing and that the 
epidemic is under control. They also think 
that the danger to the army is about 
passed. 

Commodore Schley, with a party of of- 
ficers, visited the city this morning, com- 
ing up the bay in a steam launch. The 
commodore called on General MeKibbin and 
strolled about the streets, making several 
purchases and apparently greatly enjoying 
shore leave. He was received with great 
respect by the Spanish officers who learned 
his name. 

Lieutenant Miley of General Shafter's 
staff, left here this morning with a troop 
of the Second cavalry, under Captain 
Breit, to make the rounds of the entire 
military district of Santiago de Cuba, and 
for the purpose of receiving the formal 
surrender of the Spanish forces. He goes 
first to San ‘Luis, where there are abdout 
4,500 of the enemy’s troops. Lieutenant 
Miley will then receive the surrender in 
order of 800 men at Cobre, 1,200 at Cata- 
lina, 2,500 at Guantanamo and 3,50 at 
Baracao. A total of 10,000 Spaniards are 
expected to yleld their arms to this one 
troop of American cavalry. 

Miles Across the Country. 

To reach Baracao, Lieutenant Miley wilh 
be compelled to ride straight across the 
island to the northern coast, led by a Cu- 
ban guide. He will ride under a white flag 
for protection, but General Toral has sent 
members of his staff ahead to notify the 
post commanders of the terms of the sur- 


render. 

The wound of General Linares is much 
more serious than reported, His left arm 
has been amputated and tonight he is 
in a serious condition. 

There is no ready-make clothing in the 
city except blue and white striped linen 
uniforms, and many of our men are dressed 
in these Spanish uniforms. They present a 
strange appearanee and are greeted with 
laughter, f 

The readiness and avidity with which the 
storekeepers accept greenbacks is remark- 
able. ) 

General Shafter’s orders to close all the 
rum shops has had the effect of keeping 
the city quiet and peaceful, So far there 
have been no drunken brawls or noises. 

Many of the Spanish soldiers are anxious 
to become American citizens and are ap- 
plying for naturalization papers. 

A number of officers of high rank in the 
Spanish army condemn the government's 
policy in dividing its forces in Cuba, Forto 
Rico and@ the Philippine islands, instead of 
concentratng them and pos’bly saving one 
colony. The cutting of the fleet is also 
strongly censured ang the Spanish naval 
officers all admit that it is impossible, un- 
der the present crippled condition of Spain, 
to make a successful resistance anywhere. 
The serviceable ammunition for the Spanish 
troops here was exhausted before the sur- 
render, as the 2,000,000 cartridges found in 
the magazines of Santiago do’ not fit Mauser 
rifles. 

The Spaniards say our troops fought like 
tigers and that their discipline was excel- 
lent, but they insist that more lives were 
lost on either side than was warranted by 
the conditions of July ist. They assert 
that our troops could have walked into the 
city without having a shot fired at them, 
as they had only a few thousand men and 
they all went to E] Caney at the time that 
battle was fought, leaving Santiago unpro- 
tected. Re-emforcement arrived later and 
brought the number of Spanish troops up 
to 8,000 men. ‘ . 

At the battle of El Caney our casualties 
exceeded those of the Spaniards. 

While they Had 400 men killed to our 200, 
they had only #0 men wounded to our 
1,500. The list of wounded has been in- 
creased since to over two thousand men, 
who are lying in the Principe, Alfonso, Mer- 
cedes and other hospitals here. 

General Linares capled to Madrid on July 
34 béfore General Shafter’s demand for the 
surrender of Santiago a long message set- 
ting forth the inability of the city to hoid 
out against an enemy superior in numbers, 
with the Spaniards dying of fever and 
starvation and demoralized by the loss of 
the fleet. He urged the government for the 
sake of humanity to offer to capitulate, but 
adding that if ordered to remain to die like 
a rat in a trap he would doso, as his 
soldiers were doing their duty, although 
realizing that a mistake had been made. 

Somehow information in regard to the 
message leaked out and the Spanish offi- 
cers here are loud in their condemnation of 
General Linares, whom they accuse of faint- 
heartedness throughout the war to the ex- 
tent of “under the plea of a siight wound,” 
laying the mantle of the shame of sur- 
render upon General Toral’s shoulders in- 
stead of facing the disgrace himself. This 
feeiing is general among the men who, 
passing th: ;alace where thes tars and 
stripes are fiying, clinch their fists dnd 
mutter: 

“Que verguenza para ila patria. poro lo 
merize bien’’ (What shame to our country 
—bul she deserves it weli.’’)

Backbone of Assistance Has Un- 
questionably Been Broken, 


AUGUST! STILL DETERMINED 


Spantards, Despite Thelr Commander,

GEAMAN PRESENCE CAUSES TALK 


It Is Said That the Captain General 
Would Have Capitulated Long

Vancouver, B. C., July 20.—According to 
advices brought by the Empress of India, 
from Hong Kong, the chief news from 
there is that Manila is ready to surrender. 
Not that the archbishop and captain gen- 
eral voluntarily will capitulate before they 
are compelled to do so, but that the back- 
bone of resistance is unquestionably brok- 
en and upon a real show of force and in- 
tention to bombard the town if the officials 
do not give in, the Spaniards will haul 
down the Spanish flag. Intimations to this 
effect were received from many sources. 

The correspondent of the Hong Kong 
Press, writing under date of June 234, says 
the chie¢ subject of discussion in Manila 
and Cavite and in the American fleet is 
the presence there of so many German 
men-of-war and transports or supply ves- 
sels in port. 

“T have just interviewed a leading Eng- 
lishman here on the subject. He unhesitat- 
ingly informed me that al foreigners in 
Manila, as well as Spaniards, regard it 
as a remarkable demonstration, I am sure 
that the Spaniards have received encour- 
agement from such a naval display. A 
Spaniard today told me that. the coming 
of a large German squadron was construed 
by him and ieading Spanish officials as a 
direct act of friendly interest and warning 
toward the Yankees that they could not go 
too far. Now when a Spaniard of infiu- 
ence, as this man is, will talk like that it 
is high time to ascertain what the Ger-

LAST OF LEITER DEAL. 


L. Z. Leiter Borrows $3,000,000 To 
Settle Son’s Unsuccessful Venture. 


Milwaukee, Wis., July 20.—The News 
today says: Milwaukee capital will clean 
up young Joe Leiter’s wheat deal losses 
and Levi Z. Leiter has now practically 
closed the contract which he as been 
negotiating with the Northwestern Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company for the loan 
of $3,000,000 om his rea] estate. Mr. Leiter 
has been arranging, this matter with the 
company for some™ime—in fact, 
ever since the end of his son’s unsuccessful 
wheat venture. Up to-now no definite 
statement as to the amount of his pfo- 
posed loan could be made, but as it is 
expected that one of the mortgages can 
be filed this week, such of the details as 
are talked over among real estate men 
can be given. 

Of the $3,000,000 which Mr. Leiter will 
borrow from the cOmpany, $2,000,000, it is 
believed, will pass over to him this week 
and the remaining $1,000,000 next week. 

The rate of interest Mr. Leiter will have 
to pay was one of the most difficult points 
of the transaction to arrange, but it was 
finally settled at 4 per cent. 

L. Palmer, president of_the North- 
western Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
today confirmed the story of the Leiter 
loan. 

Abstracts of Leiter property are being 
examined and the, papers covering $2,000,000 
of the loan are now being prepared. The 
third million has been voted by the com- 
pany and the deal is expected to be com- 
pleted next week. 


The Passing of the Crop Season. 


Prime in New York Stockholder. 

Chicago, July 16, 1898.—It would be very 
hard to make more delightful weather bet- 
ter for man than we nave enjoyed in the 
west for the last ten days. We have had 
clear skies, 2 temperature a littie below 
normal and a general absence of rain. 

We have been finishing up in the more 
northern latitudes the winter wheat har- 
vest. In these localities conditions all along 
the present season have been more favor- 
able for the crop than in the southwest, 
and naturally_we have better returns both 
as to quantjty and quality. The weather 
has been very fine for the winding up of 
the harvest and we shall see the present 
week close with the winter wheat crop 
practically secured. 

What puzzles the trade, and it always 
Joes at this season of the year, is why the 
tarmer, just as soon as he gets his crop in 
shock, or stack, showid not turn right 
around and thrash it. hurry it to market, 
no matter what prices are or what the out- 
look is for future prices 

As the country grows older each year 
these conditions become more and more 
intensified, and there is less disposition and 
less reason why the farmer should dump 
his crop on the market just as soon as it is 
made. 

A nation that has just subscribed $1,300,- 
000,000 for the war loan is not obliged to 
sucrifice the fruits of its labor indiscrimi- 
nately. This wonderful financial condition 
of the country commenced some S1x 
months ago when we were in the very 
height of what we called the ‘‘Leiter deal” 
and the farmer began to get some adequate 
returns for his labor, 

Coming right down to actual] facts the 
trade is greatly disappointed, as it always 
pretenda to be when the receipts of a new 
crop at this senson of the yéar are not 
overwhelmingly Jarge. The only thing. this | 
fall which will give us big receipts wil be 
the large percentage of the winter wheat 
crop which will not grade, Farmers as a 
rule always sell their poor stuff and keep 
the best. : 

We have had practically no movement 
yet of the new winter wheat crop. Forty 
or fifty cars per day at this point when we 
ought to have three or four hundred will 
give some idea with regard to the feeiings 
vf farmera aa regards present prices. 

What is interesting everybody now is the 
size of the corn crop. My position on the 
crop is well known by this time to the 
readers of The Daily Stockholder. We have 
not had a corn year, neither have we had a 
good stand of corn and the cro today is 
very nneven in a large proportion of the 
corn belt. We have our best prospects for 
eorn tn the states of Iowa and Nebraska. 
We are having dry weather at the present 
time and have had it for nearly fourteen 


‘days. and after such a long period of wet 


weather the dry term through which we 
are going is beginning to tell adversely and 
it is very hard just noW to say how much 
or how Httle corn we will have this season. 
The next four weeks is the most important 
to the corn’ crop of the whole year. 

The «vring wheat is berely nolding its 
own. It is late, very weedy and not in as 
good condition as !t was thirty days ago.

The lower temperature in the spring 
wheat territory following last night’s rain, 
together with the early decline in corn 
started wheat weak. Business during the 
first part of the session Was dull and the 
undertone bearish. The argurgant was 
urged that our export surplus would be of 
such magnitude and the foreign demand 
so restricted that it was likely to glut the 
market and lower prices would he inevit- 
able. Another factor which served to weak- 
en bull confidence wag Broomhall’s fig- 
ures showing the world’s wheat crop this 
year likely to be 120,000,000 bushels above re- 
quirements. On this sort of reckoning Sep- 
tember, which opened %e lower at 67%@ 
68c sold off to 67%c. Then came a reaction 
on the announcement of the signal service 


. bureau of the probability of frosts tonight 


in the northern sections of the wheat belt. 
In addition to the frost predictions the 
bulls got some encouragement from. the 
primary market receipts. of new wheat 
eing too light to injuriously affect the 
price of the cash article. There was also 
a report that crops abroad were less favor- 
able, as severe storms in Hungary had 
damaged the crops there from 8,000,000 to 
10,000,000 bushels.

“It was a war, my comrades, waged not 
for conquest; not for pelf; not for ambi- 
tion, but in maintenance of the great car- 
dinal principle of home rule and community 
independence, which lies at the foundation 
of the government which our fathers 
builded, after the trials and tribulations 
and bloodshed of the seven years’ war of 
the revolution. 


“First, I shall speak of the causes of the | 


war. 

“Secondly, of the men who fought it. 

“Thirdly, of its results. 

“When our fathers met at Independence 
hall, in the city of Philadelphia, they made 
the solemn declaration “That these colonies 
are and of right ought to be free and inde- 
pendent states.’ 

“They fought the seven years’ war of the 
revolution to maintain that declaration. 
When they came to frame a government 
for the original thirteen states, fresh from 
the long conflict, to free the colonies from 
onerous, unjust and oppressive ‘taxation, 
without representation, they refused to 
eoncede the power of taxation to the cen- 
tral or federal government. 

“The thirteen original states, in 
order to guard against any misconstruction 
of the compact of confederation between 
them unanimously declared: 

“ “That each state retains its sovereignty, 
freedom and independence, and any power, 
jurisdiction and right which is not by this 
eonfederation expressly delegated to the 
United States in congress assembled. ; 

“Nine years of experience under the 
articles of confederation’ between the orig- 
{nal thirteen states showed that a federal 
government without the power of taxation 
was not self-sustaining. 

“A convention of tthe original thirteen 
states was called ‘to amend the articles 
of confederation.’ It met at Annapolis, in 
the state of Maryland, and recommended 
to congress that a convention be called, 
composed of delegates from all the original 
thirteen states, to frame a new constitution. 

“Congress acted on this recommendation 
and called a convention composed of dele- 
gates from all the original thirteen states, 
which met at Philadelphia in 1787, and with 
George Washington as its president, adopt- 
ed the constitution of the United States, 
which being ratified by nine of the original 
thirteen states, in sovereign convention as- 
sembled, went into effect in 1789, ‘as a con~ 
stitution between the states so ratifying 

same.’ 

i erhis constitution, and the principle of 
home rule and community independence, 
upon which it was founded, was very 
elaborately discussed in the general con- 
vention; and then in the conventions of 
each one of the original thirteen states, 
when they met to ratify or reject it.

missioners were held in Washington until 
the 8th day of April following, when the 
public press communicated to them the 
fact that the government of. the United 
States was sending vesseis of war from the 
port of New York laden with ammunition, 
provisions and troops to supply and re- 
enforce the garrison in Fort Sumter, in the 
harbor of South Carolina. Astonished at 
this breach of pligthtea faith on the part 
of the government of the United States, the 
commissioners from the Confederate States 
demainded a reply to their oficial comnmu- 
nication of the 12th of March previous. 
‘““lTo this demand they received a reply on 
the 8th day of April, 1861, but bearing date 
March 15th, one month before, refusing to 
hoid any official communication with them. 
On receipt of the reply the Confederate 
commissioners retired from Washington. 
“The promises made to the confederate 


‘commissioners had been grossly violated; 


vessels of war had been sent to garrison 
and supply Fort Sumter. 

“Major Anderson, in command of the 
forts in Charleston harbor, had abandoned 
Fort Moultrie, after spiking her guns, 
and taken refuge in Fort Sumter, then re- 
garded as an impregnable fortress. When 
the confederate commissioners made their 
report to their government, Mr. Davis, the 


; president of the Confederate States, in 


transmitting their report to the confederate 
congress, said: 

“ “The crooked paths of diplomacy can 
scarcely furnish an example so wanting in 
candor and directness as was the course of 
the United States government toward our 
commissioners in Washington.’ 

‘What was done by the confederate gov- 
ernment was done in the open light of ay, 
ame the a of the world. By- 

‘y elfort was made to avoid the sheddi 
of fratricidal blood. ee 

“Away, then, with the charge—the 
untruthful charge—that this war wan & war 
wages by traitors, with treagonable design. 

Let it never be forgotten! Let it be 
recorded in ‘history! Let it be iterated and 
reiterated again and again as one of the 
indisputable facts of history that we sur- 
rendered with arms in our hands and on 
written terms of capitulation. 

And here sits a living witness of. tne 
truth of what I say—our own illustrious 
commander, General John B. Gordon, who 
led the last chargé by Lee's army, re- 
duced by death on the battlefield and dis- 
ease to less than ten thousand effective 
a and who was present at the capitula- 

“We are not left to assertion on this 
matter, Here is the last Glause in tine 
armistice agreed upon by U. 8S. Grant, 
commanding the armies of the United 
States, and Robert EF. Lee, commanding 
the armies of the confederacy: 

Each officer and man shall be allowed 
to return to his home, not to be disturbed 
by United States authority so long as 
they observe their parole and the laws 
in force where they may reside.’ 

“The terms of capitulation agreed upon 
by W. ZT. Sherman, commanding the army 
of the United States in North Carolina, 
and Joseph E. Johnston, commanding the 
army of the confederacy, are even more 
full and explicit. Clause six provides: 

The executive authority of the United 
States government, not to disturb any 
of the people by reason of the late war, 
so long as they live in peace and quiet 
and abstain from acts of actual hostility 
and obey the laws in existence at the 
place of their residence.’ *” oi 

“These were the terms of capitulation 
and surrender after a four years*% war in 
which each army Had tested the bravery of 
the other on many a hotly contested bat- 
tlefield. 

“These were not such terms as estab- 
lished governments mete out to traitors. 
When our great civic leader, Jefferson 
Davis, was made to suffer for all our sins, 
seized and shackled and confined in Fort- 
ress Monroe, and ind{cted for treason in 
the federal courts at Richmond, Va., we 
of Mississippi felt it our duty to provide 
counsel for him, and under the authority 
of the state the governor of the state ap- 
pointed General T. I, Wharton, Fulton 
Anderson and your humble speaker, then 
holding the office of attorney general of 
the state of Mississippi, to proceed to 
Washington and enter upon his defense. 
The friends of Mr. Davis had selected 
that brilliant Irish lawyer and great ora- 
tor, Charles O’Connor, to be the leading 
cOunsel in the case. 

“He responded with generous enthusi- 
asm to the request and we joined him at 
Richmond. ° 

“Mr. O’Connor refused to receive any 
fee save the love and reverence of the en- 
tire people of the south. 

“Mr. Davis was brought up under guard 
from Fortress Monroe, 

“The whole population of Richmond 
turned 8ut to pay to him their silent hom- 
age. As he bowed this proud head as he 
passed into the portal of the hotel where 
his guard conducted thim one brave and 
true Virginian, perched in one of the 
highest windows of the motel, in shrill 
and piercing notes gave the command: 
‘Hats off, Virginians!’ 

“Instantly every head was uncovered and 
every heart bowed in love and admiration 
of the lofty hero, who had taken upon 
himself the sins of a whole people, and 
vicariously suffered for all with sublime 
abnegation of self, and with that indomit- 
able power of will, which even in defeat 
and shackles refused to acknowledge but 
one Master. Mr. Davis was never tried, 
and he never asked for a pardon. 

“Why was he not tried? If we were all 
traitors and guilty of treason, why did not 
the government try the chief traitor? 

‘*‘He was a prisoner, and like Paul, ‘in 
bonds, demanding a hearing.’ He was 
ironed and watched night and day under 
the unceasing gaze of his eternal guard, 
with instructions never to take their eyes 
off of him. 

“Why was he not tried? 

‘‘No other reason Can be given than that 
his prosecutors knew that his allegiance 
was due to his state, wrimarily, and that 
as a citizen of that state he was bound to 
Obey her will-and yield obedience to her 
sovereign authority as expressed in her 
convention. 

“When Mr. Davis came to be indicted 
there was an effort at first to include Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee in the same indict- 


_ment. When this came to the ears of Gen- 


eral Ulysses 8S. Grant it is due to him to 
say that he said: ‘No! this must not be. It 
would be to violate the terms of capitula- 
tion which I made with General Lee on 
the field of Appomattox when he sur- 
rendered with arms in his hands and it 
would be to dishonor my parole.’ 

“This action was fully in keeping with 
the generous terms of eurrender accorded 
to General Lee by the leader of the vic- 
torious army and will ever be remembered 
by all true soldiers everywhere.

“The miserable crew who would willing- 


ly have heaped dishonor on their own great 
and conquering leader to wreak their spite- 
ful vengeance on the great military leader 
of the confederacy were compeiled to fore- 
go their nefarious and dishonorable plans. 

“Second, the men who fought ft, The 
personnel of the confederate army was a 
remarkable one. 

“It was composed of the descendants of 
the Wherty-ioving people who speak the 
English language. History tells us that 
when our Anglo-Saxon ancestors at the 
battle of Hastings fought in 1046 yielded to 
the prowess and numbers of Wi!ltem the 
Conqueror of Normandy, he demanded 
hostages for the good faith of the Saxons 
and Cedric, the Saxon, gave up his young 
and tender nephew. upon whose face the 
beard af manhood had not yet grown. 

“Tenderly warning his young kinsman 
against the blandishments of the court of 
Normandy, then the gayest in Eu , the 
hoy hostage replied to his uncle: ‘If when 
{ return from the court of Normandy, by 
the cut of my hair or the fashion of my 
garb ou shall judge me Norman, 
you shall lay your hand upon my heart, 
and feel England beat in every pulse.’ And 
so it Was with the confederate. We were 
battling for the same eternal principles for 
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the ranks, which forged the epaulettes 
that marked the rank of our generals. 

“No one knew this better than our great 
military leader, Robert E. Lee! With touch- 
ing pathos and earnest simplicity he gave 
utterance to it in his farewell address to 
his army at Appomattox. We have al- 
ways said if ever we had a war with a 
foreign foe we old confederates would 
prove our fidelity to the common flag, and 
of what mettle we were made, Of all the 
plumes that waved in the front ranks at 
the battle of Santiago in the present war 
none glistened brighter than that which 
adorned the brow of our great old con- 
federate cavalry leader, glorious old Joe 
Wheeler. They may beat him for congress 
in Alabama, but we will raise to him a 
monument whose foundations shall be laid 
broad and deep in the hearts of our whole 
people, and beneath his honored name we 
will place this simple inscription: 


‘“‘*He wore the gray, and he wore the blue, 
But was ever a soldier brave and true,’ 


“This is not the first time in the history 
of the English-speaking people, when the 
war of words has culminated in the wage 
of battle. When the rough and uncultured 
Barons met on the banks of the Run- 
nmede they extorted from King John— 
false to his lion-hearted brother, Richard, 
und the English people—the Magna Char- 
ta of human liberty, Thence we come 
down to the time when the red and the 
white rose struggled for pre-eminence and 
yet a little later on, when our English 
speaking ancestors, made the dec- 
laration of rights, and yet a 
little later on when they passed 
the bil of rights, and yet a little later 
down the stream of history we come to the 
time when our own immediate English 
speaking ancestors met at Independence 
hall, in the city of Philadelphia, and de- 
clared ‘that these colonies are and of right 
ought to be free and independent states.’ 

“And they made them so. 

“Our confederate people thought that 
their lives, property and sacred homes were 
endangered, and they resorted to the rem- 
edy which they believed was rightly theirs. 

“When assailed in their own homes and 
on their own soil, they defended them- 
selves, as their English speaking people 
were wont to do. 

“Of the men who led us in the terrible 
conflict for four years, the English lan- 
guage furnishes no terms that can express 
our love. I have already incidentally 
spoken of our great civil leader Jefferson 

avis. It was my fortune to stand close 
to him from my earliest manhood. He 
gave me, while still a member of the lower 
house of congress, my first letters of intro- 
duction to his friends in Mississippi. He 
was jealous of the rights of his people un- 
der the constitution and the laws made in 
pursuance thereof; and always:mindful of 
them himself. When advised by his friends 
that his plantation and property was about 
to be swept away by the enemy, and to 
send troops to defend them, his reply was: 
‘The president of the confederacy cannot 
afford to use public means to protect 
private interests.’ 

“His aid, Governor Lubbock, of Texas, 
said of him: ‘From the day I took service 
with him to the moment we separated, I 
witnessed his unselfishness. He forgot him- 
self, and displayed more self-abnegation 
than any other human being I have ever 
known.’ 

“When he was about to bring suit for 
the recevery of his plantation, Brierfield, 
he tame-.to My home to consult me, and I 
said to him, ‘Why do you not allow Benja- 
min Montgomery (the confidential servant 
of his brother, Joseph E. Davis) to attorn 
to you, which he is more than willing to 
do,” his reply was: 

“IT cannot afford to do this. I am made 
one of the executors under my brother's 
will; and this would be unjust to the 
legatees under the will.’ 

“When he learned that his friends in 
Louisiana and Mississippi were creating a 
committee to raise a fund of $200,000, upon 
the interest of whicn he might live while 
he was writing his history of the 
confederacy, he wrote to the committee 
to suspend their work, for he would not 
receive the money if it waé raised, accom- 
panying it with the remark: ‘My people 
are poor and I cannot consent that they 
shall tax themselves for my bemefit, even 
by their own voluntary actiqn.’ 

‘He achieved distinction as a military 
leader, a statesman and an orator. Such 
aman cannot die, but will live always in 
the hearts of the people who knew him 
best and loved him most. 

“The confederate flag gathered around it 
a@ galaxy of great military leaders—Robert 
BE. Lee, Albert Sydney Johnston, Joseph 
E. Johnston, Bragg. Polk, Ewell, Hardee, 
Breckenridge, Pat Cleburne, Dick Taylor, 
Hood, Price, McCullough, Semmes, D. H. 
and A. P. Hill, Stuart, Bedford, Forrest, 
Morgan, Ashby, Edward C. Walthall, Ben- 
jamin Humphries, Wade Hampton, Mathew 
Butler and Stephen D. Lee amd Joe Wheeler. 

“Neither time nor space will admit of 
naming a host of others equally entitled 
to their niche in the temple of fame. . 

“General Lee’s touching and simple letter 
of resignation to his superior officer, Gen- 
eral Scott, shows how strong was his love 
for the government te had served with 
such fidelity, and that he yielded only in 
obedience to that guiding star of his life— 
duty, the noblest word in the English lan- 
guage. He felt that his allegiance was due 
to his mother Virginia. Where she led, it 
was his duty to follow. 

“It is natural we should look to the home 
and tomb of great warriors and statesmen 
for our leader. No one who has stood on 
her lovely valleys, carpeted by the hand 
of the Master, and gazed on her lofty moun- 
tains, sometimes glossed in sunshine and 
sometimes covered with shadow and some- 
times the home of the storm god, could 
cease to wonder that a land so blessed 
by nature and nature’s god should produce 
heroes among her men, and heroines among 
her women. Nobly, simply, bravely did the 
grand old hero lead your armies, and 
when at last, overcome by numbers, he 
capitulated on honorable terms and in obe- 
dience to the terms. of that capitulation, 
which he and every. soldier under him hon- 
estly fulfilled and observed, he retired to 
the classic shades of Washington Lee col- 
lege and devoted the remainder of his days 
to the education of the youth of the land 
he loved 60 well, and when the telegram 
flashed across the continent the sad news 
Be le ces = Penge Was no more,’ from

“Her husband, Captain William Piane, 
was a Chariesitonian by birth and a promi- 
nent lawyer, and at the time of the nomin- 
ation of Abraham Lincoln he organized the 
first cavalry company for the defense of 
the southern states. | ‘ 
“Mrs. Piane’s brother, Hon. Robert Jem- 
ison, of Alabama, was a close personal 
friends of Jefferson Davis, aud appointed 
by him postmaster general of the conted- 
eracy. ‘This he declined, but at the request 
of Mr. Davis, telegraphed for his brother-in- 
law, Mr. William Piane, of Charieston. 
Not knowing for what he was wanted Mr. 
Plane left for Montgomery, and on reach- 
ing there was offered the position, after- 
wards ably filled by Alexander B. Clitho- 
nell, of Alabama. He declined, it telling 
Mr. Davis that he had organized a company 
of soldiers in defense of the south; that he 
had promised to stand by them and would 
return to keep his promise. But during nis 
absence Hon. Alfred H. Colquitt, under the 
impression that Mr. Plane thad gone to 
Montgomery to accept a high office of state, 
received into his company of infantry those 
soldiers who had previousty been of the 
first company of cavalry. When Mr. Plane 
returned to tind what occurred, he said: 
‘‘*? shall keep my promise made my sol- 
diers. I shall stand by them in battle,’ and 
he enlisted among his own company as @ 
private with Captain Colquitt in command. 
Later, when Captain Cotquitt received a 
higher commission, Mr. Piane was made 
captain, and led his company into the bat- 
tle of Sharpsburg, where he fell mortally 


wounded.”’ 


A Fatr Daughter of ‘Dixie. 


Mrs, Joseph Thompson, who was appoint- 
ed by Mrs. Helen Plane chairman of the 
reunion and reception committee of the 
Daughters of the Ccnfederacy, is not only 
an enthusiastic daughter of Dixie, but a 
woman whose prominence and loyal south- 
ern spirit has identified her with the best 
movements among the women of the new 
south. Mrs. Thompson is the daughter of 
Major Livingston ‘Mims, who made a bril- 
liant record during the confederacy. In 
the early part of the war he was upon the 
staff of General Barksdale, but was trans- 
ferred to Virginia. He subsequently return- 
ed to Mississippi as chief quartermaster 
of the departments of Mississippi and Lou- 
isiana, an office jnvolving an immensity of 
responsibility and labor. Later he took 
more active part in the war on the staff 
of General Pemberton and afterwards upon 
the staff of General Jchnston. 

Major Mims was a warm personal friend 
of Jefferson: Davis and his ““Memories of 
the Confeceracy,’’ ¢t present in course of 
cumpcsiticn, wiil contain many interesting 
fects of his life during the civil war. 

Mre. Tkcmpson irherits all the »atriatic 
enthusiasm animating her father’s spirit 
and to her love and pride in the south; as 
well as her beauty, wit and popularity, 
may be attributed ihe honors that have 
been paid her by the pecple of tseorgia. 
When it was decided that there should 
be a woman's departracnt in ube Cotton 
States and International expdsition it was 
nec ¢€tsary that the leader be one who wvuuid 
not only undertake the leadership of it, 
but make the movement such a successful 
one that the women vf the south should 
feel its influence. 

When it was announced that Mrs. Joseph 
Thompson had been appointed the head of 
the woman’s side of the exposition, her 
friends felt confidence in her ability to 
carry through the enterprise, but those 
who did not know her doubted the possi- 
bility of a woman so youthful being able 
to successfully develop the first. large 
 magorre undertaken by the women of

the exposition, but she was the recognized 
leader of the social side of the exposition, 
and by her brilliant leadership of it she 
brought together in social harmony the 
best elements of northern and southern 
society. At the close of the exposition she 
greatly inspired and practically aided all 
those movements growing out of the wo- 
man’s department of the exposition and 
which are today the interests of the most 
prominent women of the city. 

Mrs. Thompson was the first woman com- 
missioner appointed from Georgia to the 
centennial, and was the. first 
woman in the state invited to act upon 
the executive board of the George Wash- 
we Oy Memorial Association.

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from other states will yet do justice to his 
memory.

“All are ready to admit as one of the 
results of the war, slavery has been for- 
ever abolished, and there is ‘no regret ex- 
pressed anywhere in the south, 

“When the war was closed the vexed 
question of the rehabilitation of the se- 
ceded states had to be solved. The first 
effort was to appoint military satraps 
to act as governors and rule the southern 
States by the sword and the bayonet. 

“This was a miserable failure. Then 
came the reconstruction acts, which dd not 
reconstruct at all. Then cangm the decision 
of the supreme court of the Uniteg States 
in ex parte Garland. 

“This court decided ‘that while this was 
an indissoluble union, it was composed of 
indestructible states.’ 

“So it was discovered that the four 
years’ war between the states had not 
destroyed the entity or sovereignty of the 
states. It had ‘been asserted by some 
of the prominent men and journals that 
we could not live together in a univn 
where the states were ‘pinned together by 
bayonets’ and the only method of renabili- 
tation was by the voluntary action of the 
seceding states by electing senators and 
representatives, and Georgia's glorious 
and true representatives from Georgla dad 
declared that we were again ‘in the house- 
hold of our fathers, and we were there 
to stay,’ and we did. We may be ‘pinned 
together by bayonets,’ but thank God, by 
nature’s immutable law, the bayonets must 
be eaten up by rust and rot.. But there is 
nothing that can destroy the entity and 
sovereignty of the state, for the supreme 
court has declared ‘they are indestructible.’ 

“So it may come to pass in the future 
that all the states will unite in thanking 
the confederate states for the glorious bat- 
tle which they fought for preserving that 
which Mx», Calhoun declared was ‘the 
breath of the nostrils of the government, 
the states.’ 

“So with this glorious result We willl not 
quarrel with the opposition’s epithet of 
‘rebel’ as applied by the valorous army 
of non-contestants who took part on neith- 
er side during the war. But it depends in 
what sense you apply the term ‘rebel.’ If 
you mean by it rebellion against wrong in 
vindication of that which is right, then 
you mayiapply the epithet to all the pa- 
triots of the war of the revolution. I was 
once riding through Arlington, that grand 
mausoleum which the government nas 
provided for the burial of its distinguis'ed 
dead, with a northern gentieman and two 
of his lady friends. We found the nead 
of each union soldier’s grave marked with 
a marble slab, giving his name, if Known, 
and his regiment and brigade. One of the 
ladies asked me if there were any con- 
federates buried in Arlington. J replied: 
“Yes, a few down in the remote corner of 
the cemetery, and at the head of each 
one of these confederate graves is a pine 
board with the word “rebel” written on 
it. They were polite enough to say they 
could hardly credit this, and asked to be 
driven to that part of the cemetery where 
the confederates were buried. When they 
had seen with their own eyes they protest- 
ed with great fervor against the outrage. 
I replied: ‘Well, I don’t Know but what 
it was right that these boys who wore 
the ragged grav jackets of the confed- 
eracy during the four years wart between 
the states should be buried in the 80il 
whica belonged to the second great rebel 
of America, Robert E. Lee, George Wash- 

y ne the first.’

women of the south for the example set yr 
in enduring all the hardships and trials 
"Zener eave up father, husband, son to 
the defense of country and home; and 
cheered the soldiers in the field and heroic 
endeavor to supply their every want, Oft- 
times driven from home by a brutal Sol- 
diery, their homes consumed by fire, they 
would fiy with their chiidren, and 
their parting glances would disclose the 
lambent flames of the incendiary licking 
their house tops, and their ears were 
greeted by the sound of the crackling 
rafters as they crumbled into ashes on 
their hearthstones,, Daughters of the con- 
federacy! fons of confederates! I hall 
your organziations with delight, and am 
gratified you are form:ng auxillary asso- 
ciations to inherit the rich legacies of your 
sires and grand sires, of patriotic duties 
nobly discharged and unsullied by a sin- 
gle act that can bring the blush of shame 
to your cheeks. 

“We shall not be with you long and con- 
fidently leave to you the care and main- 
tenance of the great memoria! battle ab- 
bey which the United Confederate Vete- 
rans have inaugurated and which one of our 
comrades living in a northern state has 
proposed to endow so munificently. Com- 
rades of the confederacy, let us kindle 
anew in our hearts the fervid devotion 
with which we sustained our country’s 
cause for four years; and let us take new 
hearts and hope, from the noble women 
who received us when we returned to our 
stricken homes, with nothing but our 
paroles, and whose loving hearts gave us 
new hope and renewed them, and muscle. 
and brain, and blood to go forth and make 
our land blossom again as the rose. 

“Let us never fail to do just honor to 
our dead heroes, and provide as far as in 
us lies for the maintenance of the living. 
No! We can never forget them. 

‘Memory! faithful memory! will wave 
its magic wand o’er the chill vaults of the 
sepulicher—the dead nation’s sepulcher— 
her hundred battlefields, and the dead will 
start again into life, pale, pallid, pass‘ton- 
less as the seraphs; their sweet faces will 
beam again upon us. Indeed, and in truth, 
in the arms of our fancy may we again 
embrace those brave departed comrades, 
who while they lived, lived for wus, and 
their country, and when they perished 
poured out their rich young lifeblood, a 
generous libation on that country’s altar;

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“All are ready to admit as one of the 
results of the war, slavery has been for- 
ever abolished, and there is no regret ex- 
pressed anywhere in the south, 

When the war was closed the vexed 
question of the rehabilitation of the se- 
ceded states had to be solved. The first 
effort was to appoint military satraps 
to act as governors and rule the southern 
states by the sword and the bayonet. 

This was a miserable failure. Then 
came the reconstruction acts, which d'd not 
reconstruct at all. Then cang the decision 
of the supreme court of the Uniteg States 
in ex parte Garland. 

“This court decided ‘that while this was 
an indissoluble union, it was composed of 
indestructible states.’ 

“So it was discovered that the four 
years’ war between the states had not 
destroyed the entity or sovereignty of tte 
States. It had ‘bean asserted by some 
of the prominent men and journals that 
we could not live together in a uniuvn 
where the states were ‘pinned together by 
bayonets’ and the only method of renabili- 
tation was by the voluntary action of the 
seceding states by electing senators and 
representatives, and Georgla’s glorious 
and true representatives from Georgia Mad 
declared that we were again ‘in the house- 
hold of our fathers, and we were there 
to stay,’ and we did. We may be ‘pinned 
together by bayonets,’ but thank God, by 
nature’s immutable law, the bayonets must 
be eaten up by rust and rot. But there is 
nothing that can destroy the entity and 
sovereignty of the state, for the supreme 
court has declared ‘they are indestructible.’ 

“So it may come to pass in the future 
that all the states will unite in thanking 
the confederate states for the glorious bat- 
tle which they fought for preserving that 
which Mx», Caihoun declared was ‘the 
breath of the nostrils of the government, 
the states.’ 

“So with this glorious result We will not 
quarrel with the opposition’s epithet of 
‘rebel’ as applied by the valorous army 
of non-centestants who took part on neith- 
er side during the war. But it depends in 
what sense you apply the term ‘rebel.’

“Yes, a few down in the remote corner of 
the cemetery, and at the head of each 
one of these confederate graves is a pine 
board with the word “rebel” written on 
it.’ They were polite enough to say they 
could hardly credit this, and asked to be 
driven to that part of the cemetery where 
the confederates were buried. When they 
had seen with their own eyes they protest- 
ed with great fervor against tHe outrage. 
I replied: ‘Well, I don’t know but what 
it was right that these boys who wore 
the ragged grav jackets of the confed- 
eracy during. the four years’ war tg or 
the states should be buried in the soll 
whicaa belonged to the second great rebel 
of America, Robert n.
